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THE STRIKER SHOT DEAD. 


WIE ATTACKED A NON-UNION SWITCH- 
MAN IN Sr. LOUIS. 


(rhe Latter Carried a Revolver and Knew 
How to Use It—After Killing the Knight 
He Was Chased by a Mob Who Wanted 
to Lynch Him—Guarded at the Four 
Courts—A Prospective Settlement of the 
Strike—Holding the Deputy-Sheriffs. 

Sr. Lovis. Mo., April 28.—[Special. ]—At7 
p’ciock this evening William B. Withers, a non- 
_ ynion switcbman in the employ of the Bridge 

& Tunnel Company, shot and killed Johnnie” 

Gibbons, a young striker soarcely 20 years old. 

The tragedy occurred on Fourteenth and Pop- 

lar streets, two blocks from the Union Depot, 

ang from the testimony of witnesses it ap- 
pears to have been a if-defense, 

Bhortly after 6 o’clock Withers started for his 

room on Morgan street, and walked up Poplar 

to Fourteenth to take the cars. 

While waiting for a car he was approached by 

Gibbons, who used some sbusive language 

und finally asserted that he could make him 

„im the river.” Withers ordered him away 

peveral times, but Gibbons refused to move. 

At this juncture Withers was seized from be- 

hind by two men, and he alleges that Gibbons 

struck him while he was thus held powerless. 

One of the men who beid him kicked him, ana 


after a desperate struggle he succeeded in 


wrenching his arms loose. Pulling his revolvy- 
erhe aimed directiy at Gibbons, who was 
bout twenty feet away, and fired. 
The bullet struck the young man in the left 
breast, and he plunged forward in the street 
ead. The fight and the shot attracted a great 
#rowd, who started in pursuit of Withers. 


After firing he ran east on Poplar street, the 


crowd close behind yelling “Lynch him!” 
“Kill him!“ Three times he turned and ley- 
wied his revolver at the leaders of the mob 


's — check them in their mad rush. 
When pear elfth street a man ran 
into the street ahead of him, 


picking up a stone, attempted to stop him. 
ithers, Who was running along with his re- 
volver in bis hand, leveled it again and said: 
Drop that or TU ku you.“ The man dropped 
the rock and Withers ran tbrough the United 
States Rx press office to the Union Depot. The 
Crowd still followed bim and pointed him out 
to the police. He was taken into custody and 
hustled into the depot, where he was soon sur- 
rounded by a strong detail of police. The

The Apaches Kill Eight More People in 
Arizona—Gen. Miles Starts for the Scene 
of Action. 

PANTANO, Ari., April 28.—A telephone mes- 
Sage received here from John O' Dougherty, 
Superintendent of the Total Wreck Mine, 
states that forty Indians attacked Richardson 
& Gormiey’s ranch, twenty miles southwest of 
here, early this morum and killed eight per- 
sons. No further particulars learned. 

Ari., April 28.—Gen. Miles left 
this afternoon by special train for Crittenden 
to personally superintend the campaign. 

LAWRENCE, Kas., April 28.—[ Special. |— Yes- 
terday Col. W. L. Matthews, a ranch owner of 
Southern Arizona, was in the city, and in con- 
versation with your correspondent related the 
following: My ranch is near the border of 
Mexico and is well protected, so that the 
Apaches have not troubled me much, but there 
has been no end of depredations lately against 
ranches and settiers who were not. so weil pro- 
tected as I am. Last Thursday a horrible mas- 
sacre occurred twelve miles from my ranch. 
A settler named Harris, with his wife and 
three children, was murdered by. the 
red devils. This is but a single in- 
stance, as no less than sixty persons have 
been killed by the Apaches in Southern Art 
zona in the law seven weeks. The troops seem 
to do no good whatever, as they have killed 
but three orfour of the Indians since they 
have been stationed out there. I think the 
only way to stop this marauding and killing of 
settlers is to turn the army loose on them. As 
it is now, the soldiers have orders not to fire 
on the Indians, but to take them prisoners. 
The butchery will go on until the soldiers have 
orders to fire and kill every Apache they see.“ 

OmAHA, Neb., April 28.—Gen. Crook, in

STRIKING AT MORMONISM, 


The Question of the Validity of the Test 
Oath Argued in Idaho Yesterday—It Is 
Likely to Be Sustained and Polygamy 
Will Have to Go. 

BLACKFOOT, Idaho, April 28.—([Special.|— 
The validity of the Idaho test oath was fully 
argued today before Chief-Justice Hayes, H. 
W. Smith, the author of the bill, defending it, 
and J. L. Rawlins and R. Z. Johnson repre 
senting the Mormons. The test oath disfran- 
chises every Mormon in Idaho from voting or 
holding office, and is the same substantially as 
incorporated in the Woodburn Anti-Mormon 
bill. Judge Hayes has already rendered one 
decision in favor of the bill, as did his prede- 
cessor, Chief-Justice Morgan. It is confidently 
expected that the law will be sustained. It is 
the severest blow ever struck at the Mormons 
and will undoubtedly break them up, as their 


organization is more of a political than a re- 


ligious institution. If they have to choose be- 
tween polygamy and citizenship they will take 
citizenship. This test oath is aimed at all who 
practice, ad coupsel, encourage, or assist 
polygamy or bigamy, or belong to an organ- 
ization Which sanctions polygamy. Marshal 
Dubois has been very active during the last 
four months, and the town is full of Mor- 
mon witnesses and arrested polygamists. 
There will be a larger number of trials for 
violations of the Edmunds bill here at this 
term of court than were ever beid at any term 
of court anywhere.

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THE GREAT QUESTION.

THE EIGHT-HOUR WAVE STRIKES THE 
RAILWAY FREIGHT HANDLERS. | 


The Milwaukee & St. Paul Men Meet and 
Will Make Their Demands This Morning 
Ten Hours’ Pay and Eight Hours’ Work 
Wanted—Probable Action of the Com- 
pany—The Furniture Men Will Stand 
Firm—Will There Be a General Shut- 
Down May 1? 


It would seem that the local troubles of 
the railroads, which began with the strike ot 
the switchmen and was only concluded last 
week, are about to break out in an entirely 
new direction. Now it is the fréight-handlers, 
who are next in importance to the switchmen, 
and without whose assistance it is practically 
impossible todo any business. The agitation 
of the eight-hour question in most of the 
branches of trade has resulted in a reported 
determination on the part of something like 
1,500 men who handle the freight for the 
principal Western roads to demand of their 
employers eight hours’ work with ten hours’ 
pay. The movement is said to have been 
started among the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy men, and it is reported that a 
proposition from them ‘s now in the hands of 
the officers of the company. Last night the 
treigbt-nandlers in the employ of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad at both the in 
and out depots met after knocking off work. 
The force consists of 240 truckers who receive 
$1.50 a day, fifteen scalers who get $1.65, fif- 


teen stevedores who are are paid $1.60, and fif- 


teen loading clerks and the same number of 
receiving clerks who receive $50 and $60 a 
month respectively. About all were present. 
While these men have no union and are prac- 
tically unorganized, the speakers who ad- 
dressed them stated that, as the switchmen 


had expressed a willingness to back them 
up in their demands, they were perfectly 
able to ask the company for the increase in 
pay, and felt moderately sure of success. After, 
some little talk a committee of three was ap- 
pointed to draft resolutions embodying the de- 
mand and present them to P. E. Wilson, the 
station agent. The committee will call on him 
today, and an answer is expected by noon Fri- 
Gay. Unless it is favorable, the men say they 
will strike when the day’s work is done. 

C. L. Rising, the General Freight Agent of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad, 
was seen by a TRIBUNE reporter and told of 
the acuhon the men had taken. When asked 
his opinion as to what.action his company 
would take in the matter he first parried the 
question by stating that be was not the respon- 
sible man in a case of this kind, and said he 
was not the one to speak autporitatively. 
He was then asked what his impressions 
were touching a possible compliance 
with the demands of the men. 
He replied that he believed there 
was a general understanding among all the 
roads that if the freight-bandlers, or, in fact, 
the workmé@n in any department, make any 
such absurd demand that they will simply 
close down and await developments. If,“ he 
said, the men are unwilimg listen to 
reason and be governed accordingly, there is a 
probability that they will be brought to their 
senses when their stomachs begin asserting 
themselves; and I’m inclined to think the pros- 
pect — starvation wil speedily bring them 
roun * * 

H. J. Gleason, local freight agent of the Ch. 
cago & Rock Island Road, said be had received 
no intimation from those under his control 
that they contemplated demanding an increase 
of wages or a reduction of the bours of labor, 
and therefore had no opinion to express on the 
matter officially. Snould bis men present a 
petition embodying their demands and inten- 
tions it would receive due consideration and 
answer. The men employed in his freight- 
house had expressed no gissatisfaction, and he 
did not suppose there were any reasons why 
they should do 80. : 

Two Important Cencerns That Will Not 

Pay Ten Hours’ Wages for Eight Hours’ 

Work. 


J. McGregor Adams, President of the firm of 
Adams & Westlake and of the Union Brass 
Works, said in regard to the reported trouble 
in the two establishments last night that for 
the last two years they had been making very 
little money. There had been some taik two 
years ago of shutting down altogether. The 


‘competition was so great that there was hardly 


in the business. But from 
the men who had deen 
with them for a long time they kept 
them at work. Competition had re 
duced the price of headlights, for instance, 
from $75 to and of lanterns from $12 to 
$15 a dozen to $5. The company had had a 
friendly taik with a committee of the men and 
told them the eight-hour system would be a 
simple impossibility. They would try to keep 
the works ruoning on ten hours a day. It 
would be a relief to them to shut down if it 
could be done without harm to the men. The 
company would be ruled by the decision of the 
men in the matter of running the works or 
sbutting down. It was impossible to carry 
out the eight-hour system until the 
whole country adopted it. But Chicago being 
at such a disadvantage the competitors could 
put their goods in the market cheaper, work- 
ing ten hours. The committee of the men 
that the company talked to had been entirely 
satisfied. What the majority would do if ex- 
cited by a few hot-heads it was itapossible to 
tell. When times get better, so that the com- 
pany make a reasonable profit, they might 
agree to the eigtit-hour scale. All this applied 
to the Union Brass Works as well. The men 
there had bad a talk with the Superintendent,

but what the result was he did not 
know. But to show how unreason- 
able the men were who struck: Monday 


the company took a job and advertised 
for ornamental irouworkers. Ot 100 appii- 
cants twenty were employed. They worked 
two days and Tuesday night demanded ten 
bours’ pay for eight hours’ work. This was 
refused and they went out. They were paid 
off, putin the afternoon they came back and 
went to work at the old scale. Mr. Adams an- 
ticipated no trouble at all, but said tue com- 
pany would be guided by the men in the mat- 
ter of running the works. It would either be 
with ten hours or not at all. 


The Furniture Men. 


The movement to consolidate the furniture 
manufacturing interests in preparation for the 
eight-hour crusade has been apparently 
wholly successful. Over 175 manufacturers 
attended the meeting of the association yes- 
terday at the Sherman. At the end of several 
hours’ discussion the following was given to 
the press as the ultimatum of the association 
to the labor unions to the demand of the latter 
for eight hours’ work with ten hours’ pay and 
of 20 per cent advance on piece-work: 

That itis the sense of this association 
that 20 per cent advance and after May 1 eight 
hours of labor cannot be complied with, owing to 
the state of trade; and 

Resolved, That our factories close Monday, May 3, 
if such demands are insisted on and remain closed 
until matters are adjusted. 

Resolved, That any demand made on any mem- 
ber of this association by his workmen, and all 
strikes, be referred to the Executive Committee; 
and that no shop, if closed, shall be opened ex- 
cept on the advice and consent of the Executive 
Committee.

In speaking of the meeting of the box man- 
ufacturers Tuesday evening, a prominent man- 
ufacturer and member of the association said: 
Ten hours I consider a reasonable day’s work. 
An increase of 10 per cent in wages, if used 
judiciously, would benefit employés far more 
than the reduction of daily hours. If we were 
to concede their demands and adopt the eight- 
hour system it would make a difference to the 
Various boxmaking firms of from $1,200 to 
$1,500 per month. There isn’t any manufacturer 
who makes that much profit in a month, ana 
the consequence would bea general shut-down. 
We couldn't very well do our work in eight 
hours, either, as you will generally find every 
box-sbop overcrowded, 
increased. The desire to increase facilities in 
cramped quarters would naturally bave a teud- 
ency towards the introduction of nailing ma- 
chines, which caused so much trouble in the 
Maxwell strike, and the w&ilers would thus be 
virtually cutting their own throats. In Michi- 
gan they have lately reduced the hours from 
twelve to ten, and if we teduced our hours to 
eight we would have tocompete with these 
firms. They would come into this market aad 
kuock us higher than the Board of Trade 
tower. It would be disastrous to the box- 
manufacturing trade in this city for us to 
adopt the eight-bour system.“ 

** What effect will the 10 per cent increase in 
wages have on the price of boxes?“ 

“Well, we won't be able to advance our 
prices for awhile—not until business revives. 
I understand that the Boxmakers’ and Sawyers’ 
Assembiy will soon hand the manufacturers a 
schedule of prices to be paid in all the union 

shops. There really ought to be a uniform 
price in all the shops. During the last year 
some paid less than others, the result being 
that the ‘cheap shops’ underbid the others. 

The speaker said there wasn't a mill that will 
take a contract after May 1. By that time all 
present contracts will In consequence 
of the proposed shutting down of a number of 
lumbermen it is most likely that a number of 
planing-milis will have to shut down also. 

At the meeting of the boxmakers last night 
it was decided not to strike for eight hours. 
The kind offer of the manufacturers to in- 
crease wages 10 per cent was respectfully de- 
clined, the assembly deciding to continue 
working as at present. All they want is simply 
that the rates paid in each box-shop shall be 
equalized, as in some cases there is a difference 
of 1% cents in a box in different shops. After 
the equalization, it is presumed, if the offer of 
tne manufacturers still holds good the men 
will accept it. 

The Boot and Shoe Situation. 

If the 4,350 people employed in the shoe fac- 
tories of this city persist in their demand for 
an eight-hour workimg day, as made by the 
representatives ot theic various unions, the 
probable result will be a general strike or 
lock-out in all the shoe factories of the North- 
west, employing altogether from 12,000 to 15,- 
000 bands. As the situation is today two 
things seem clear: First, the men will abso- 
lutely refuse to accept any reduction in their 
present earnings; second, the empioyers will 
not submit toany reduction in the hours of 
labor without a p ate reduction 
in wages except on condition that the 
Eastern manufacturers first make the 
some concession. Committees appointed at 
the manufacturers’ meeting held in the Sher- 
man House Tuesday evening met yesterday at 
the private offices of Selz, Schwab & Co., and. 
after dratting a constitutio and by-laws for 
the newly-orranzed Western Boot and Shoe 
Manufacturers’ Association,” spent some 
hours in consultation on matters relating to 
the shoe trade all over the United States. The 
first point of importanoe considered was the 
claim of the Cutters’ Assembly that cutters 
are paid about 20 per oe ss in Chicago than 
in Massachusetts, and claim of the 
local shoemakers’ unions the men here are 
not as well paid as in the East. From schedules 
of wages submitted it appearea that Chicago 
cutters are paid even higher than iu the East. 
The examination, the committee claimed, clear- 
ly showed that shoe labor was as well paid all 
round and in some classes of work better paid 
in Chicago than anywhere in the East. The 
results of yesterday’s work, it was stated, 
merely tended to more strongly confirm the 
manufacturers in the attitude they had taken. 
Charles H. Schwab, the President of the Manv- 
facturers’ Association, in conversation with a 
TRIBUNE reporter yesterday said that he be- 
lieved the men would be more reasonable than 
to persist in a demand for ten hours’ 
pay for eight hours’ work. All the 
manufacturers asked was fair play in 
buildmg up the Western trade, and 
as soon as the men could guarantee that 
Eastern men would adopt the eight-hour time 
with ten hours’ pay Chicago would willingly 
fall into line. Rather than be compelled to 
submit to aspeciai and untair handicap in this 
matter he believed the Western manufacturers 
would suffer all the loss and inconvenience of 
a general lockout. 

The Brickmakers. 

A largely-attended meeting of the Brick- 
makers Union of the South and West Sides 
was beld in the hail over No. 691 South Halsted 
street last night. Representatives were pres- 
ent from nearly every yard on the two 


sides mentioned, and the early portion 
ot the evening was spent in bear- 
ing the reports from the committees 


previously appointed to confer with employ- 
ers. In some instances the committees re- 
ported unqualified accessions to the demands 
made, while in others the answers given were 
the opposit. The report that P. Lichtenstadt 
had yieided to the demands of his men for 
eight hours’ labor at present rates was re- 
ceived with marks of favor. A resolution 
was calling upon all the brick 
manufacturers in the city to accede to the de- 
mand of ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ labor 
in all cases where work was done by the 
day. This does not apply to piece-work. 
The piece-workers readily perform their 
tasks in eight hours. When asked 
it the brickmakers would strike 
pending a settlement of the question, it was 
said a majority of them were already out, and 
that the others would go out also unless the 
demand was complied with. 
+: Iron and Steel Men. 

The iron and steel manufacturers say that 
no demand has yet been made on tnem for the 
introduction of the eight-hour system, and 
they do not anticipate any such demand. The 
general rule in the trade is that al 
employés except the yardmen or unsxilied 
laborers are paid by the piece. The 
wages are fixed at a certain rate per ton, and 
the longer the men work the greater the ton 
output will be. The introduction of the eight- 
hour law would simply mean a reduction of 20 
per cent in the workmen’s earnings, and the 
change would be most unwélcome to both 
manufacturers and men. Representative maou- 
facturers say that if the men demand the 
change they can bave it, but believe the men 
have sufficient appreciation of their own in- 
terests to prevent them doimg anything of the 
kind. The inconvenience to the manufacturers 
would not count for much, but the loss to the 
men, most of whom live well up to their means, 
would be seriously feilt. 

Fieldhouse, Dutcher & Belden, engaged in 
the manufacture of wrougbt-iron pipe, give 
employment to about 100 men. Mr. C. W. 
Belden said he didn’t see bow any of the man- 
ufacturers would be able to coacede ten hours’ 
pay for eight hours’ work; that be finds his 
men very independent and disposed to quit 
work on the slightest provocauon. He said 
that his firm was full of orders, witha pros- 
pect of running right along on full time if the 
men will continue work at present wages, but 
the margins in the business were not sufficient 
to justiiy any advance in wages. He bad had 
no official notice that the men wanted eight 
hours’ work and ten hours’ pay, and thought 
the works would shut down before comply ing 
with any such demand. .

‘JEFF AND THE OLD YELL 


THEY WERE SEEN AND HEARD YES- 
TERDAY AT MONTGOMERY. 


The Ex-President of the Rebel States Re- 
ceived at Alabama's Capital with the 
Wildest Enthusiasm—He Makes a Short 
Speech from the Spot Where He Was 
Inaugurated in 1861—An Address by 
Gen. Gordon—Scenes and Events. 


Monreomery, Ala., April 28,—Today 
will ever be memorable in the history of Ala- 
bama. Eyery locality was represented and 
many adjacent towns and villages poured their 
entire -popuiation into the streets. It bad 
rained all night and poured down until 10 
o'clock. The hour for delivering the addresses 
by Mr. Davis and Gen. Gordon was changed to 
2 p. m. Instead of going to the park, it was 
decided to go to the Capitol grounds and that 
the speeches be made from the very spot 
where Mr. Davis took the oath of office as 
President of the Confederate States. The 
entire city is gayly decorated, and the City 
Hall has United States flags fluttering at every 
window. Pictures of Confederate Generals 
are fastened to the outside walls, while the 
names of Ropert E. Lee, Stonewall Jackson, 
Albert Sidney Johnston, and many otner Con- 
federate Generals appeared on streamers. 
The Capitol was beautifully decorated. From 
the topmost point on the high dome, towering 
far above everything in the city, floated’ the 
Stars and Stripes. 

The scenes around Mr. Davis this morning 
and the great desire to see and shake bim by 
the band are indescribable. People were lit- 
erally packed in the Exchange Hotel. Bemg 
feeble, it was more than Mr. Davis could stand 
and he had to retire. The military escort 
formed in front of the hotel and extended far 
up the avenue leading to the Capitol. A car- 
riage, with four white horses, was drawn up 
to the door, and promptly at 2 o’clock Mr. 
Davis, escorted by Mayor Reese, Gov. O'Neal, 
and ex-Gov. Watts, tormerly of his Cabinet, 
stepped from the hotel and entered the car- 
riage. The shouts of the multitude as he was 
seen to emerge from the hotel were louder than 
ever betore heard in this city. They had the 
peculiar nervous jerk which characterized 
what became familiar as the “Yell of the 
Southorners the world over. The next car- 
riage contained Gen. John B. Gordon, Capt. 
W. L. Bragg, Miss Winnie Davis (the young- 
est daughter of Mr. Davis), and Miss Reese, the 
Mayor's daughter. The next carriage con- 
tained W. W. Screws, Mrs. Gordon, Miss Gor- 
dun, and Mrs. Waller, the latter a niece of Mr. 
Davis. Other carriages followed with the 
trustees of the Monument Association and the 
Governor's staff. Amid the waving of hats 
and handkerchiefs, the booming of cannon, 
the playing of bands of music, ana excited 
shouts, a scene was presented rarely witnessed 
in any country. When the procession arrived 
at the Capitol gate the way was cieared for Mr. 
Davis, the military being formed so as to pre- 
vent overrunning the building and grounds be- 
fore he bad reached the piace. He was seated 
near the historic spot he occupied Feb. 18, 
1861. Behind Mr. Davis were members of vari- 
ous Organizations interested in the building of 
the monument, which it is pro to erect 
on the hill and immediately north of the Capitol. 
The people—men, women, and children—were 
packed from the steps to the front gate, and, 
while it was impossibie for a great part of 
them to hear, they stood in their piaces out of 
respect for Mr. Davis and a desire to see 
him. When order had been secured Mayor 
Reese advanced to the stage and said: My 
country men, it is with protound emotions that 
I present to you the foremost type of Southern 
manhood, the Hon. Jefferson Davis, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Confederate States of America. 

The scenes heretofore enacted were gone 
over as Mr. Davis advanced, and it was some 
minutes before he could proceed. It was the 
first time thousands in the crowd had ever 
seen him since his arrival, it being impossible 
for all to personally reach him at the botel. 
The shouts finally dying away, Mr. Davis, lean- 
ing on his cane, with the Federal flag over 
him and Confederate veterans betore him, 
in a clear, ringing voice, showing the deep in- 
tensity of his feelings, but without a tremor 
or pause, except when interrupted by shouts 
of his hearers, said: 

My Fmxos: It would be vain if I should 
attempt to express to you the deep gratifica- 
tion which I feel at this demonstration. But I 
know that it is not personal; and, therefore, I 
feel more deeply gratified, because it is a senti- 
ment far dearer to me than myself, You have 
passed through the terrible ordeal of war 
which Alabama did not seek. When she feit 
her wrongs too gr'evous for further toleration 
she sought the peaceable solution. 

That being denied her, thunders of war came 
ringing over the land. Then her peopie rose 
in their majesty, gray-haired seers and beard- 
less boys eagerly rushed to the front. It was 
that war which Christianity alone approved— 
a holy war for defense. Well do I remember 
seeing your gentle boys, so small, to use a 
farmer's phrase, they might have been called 
seed-corn, moving on with eager step and fear- 
less brow to the carnival of death; and I have 
also looked upon them when their kuapsacks 
and murkets seemed heuvier than the boys, 
and my eyes, partaking of a mother’s weak- 
ness, filled with tears. Those days have 
passed. Many of them have found nameless 
graves; but they are not dead. They live iu 
memory and their spirits stand out tne grand 
reserve of that column which is marching on 
with unfaltering steps toward the goal of 
constitutional liberty. [Applause.] It were in 
vain if I should attempt, as I have already 
said, to express my gratitude to you. I am 
standing now very nearly on the spot where I 
stood when I took the oath of office in 1801. 
Your demonstration now exceeds that which 
welcomed me then. This shows that the spirit 
of Southern liberty is not dead. [Long and 
continued applause.] Then you were full of 
joyous hopes. You had every prospect of 
|, achieving all you desired; and now you are 

wrapped in the mantle of regret. And yet, 
that regret only manifeste more profoundly 
and does not obliterate the expression of your 
sentiments. I felt last night as 1 
approached the Exchange Hotel, from the 
gallery ot which your peeriess orator, William 
L. Yancey, introduced me to the citizens of 
Montgomery and commended me in the lan- 
guage which only his eloquence could yield 
and which far exceeded my merit—I feilt. I say 
again, that I was coming to my home—com- 
ing to a land where liberty dies not and serious 
sentiments will live forever. |Applause.| I 
bave been promised, my friends, that I should 
not be called upon to make a speech, and 
therefore I will only extend to you my heart- 
felt thanks. God diess you, one and ali, old 
men and boys, and the ladies above all, who 
never faltered in our direst need. [Loud and 
long-continued applause. ]} 

When he retired the shouts were so long and 
loud that Mr. Davis bad to go to the front 
again. He bowed his acknowledgments and 
thanks. 

Gov. O'Neill, when it was possible to be 
heard, made a handsome speech in reference to 
the cause of the gathering ana of the love the 
people of right feel for the statesmen and sol- 
Giers of the South, and introduced Gen. John 
B. Gordon, the orator selected to deliver the 
address, as in Mr. Davis’ feeble condition it 
was understood he could only speak a tew min- 
utes. Gen. Gordon received a grand welcome, 
as many soldiers that he had commanded were 
present. He said, in brief; 


Gen. Gordon’s Speech. 

Hore, amidst the prayers and hopes, the as- 
pirations and apprehensions of a proud, brave, 
free, and freedom-loving people was cbhris- 
tened the young republic, destined to only four 
years of meteoric life as a nation, but to an 
eternity of renown. Here the Chief Executive 
of that young republic assumed the stupendous 
responsibility of his high office. I saw him on 
two occasions. The one was in victory, 
other in defeat. On the one be was a Presi-

ous services to the coun- 

try before the War, bis unrivaled state papers 
and manly utterances dufing the War, and his 
moral elevation and matchless fortitude as a 
prisoner of state after the War, will commend 
universal respect and challenge unqualified 
aimiration. 

The soldier or the citizen of the North or the 
South who would frown upon scenes like this 
in either section, who does not esteem the re- 
nowa won by both armies in the late War as 
eurichment of the history and aliment ior the 
patriotism of the whole people, is narrow in 
conception and jaundiced in vision. 1 ac 
knowledge inferiority to no man ju admiration 
of the broad liberality which prompted the effort 
of Charles Sumner to strike from the flags of 
the Union the names of the batties between 
his estranged and embittered countrymen; yet 
I subseribe neither to its policy nor 
its justice, I utterly dissent from the 
Opinion that such obliteration was either 
essential to tre fraternization of the sections 
or just to the intrepid armies of the Union. 
The one thing essential to the manhood and 
self-respect, and, therefore, I repeat, to the 
patriotism of the people, is that exact historic 
justice shall be meted to each army and a ! sec- 
tions. Merited encomiums of Southern hero- 
ism is implied eulogy of Northern prowess. 

I am not here to disouss the causes which 
precipitated the conflict. When all is said that 
can be said in justification or condemnation of 
the course pursued by either section, it is suf- 
ficient for the purpose of this argument to 
realize that the South was driven by her appre- 
hensions, whether ill or well founded, to seek 
security under a separate government, and 
yielded at last only when exhausted in re- 
sources, paralyzed, and prostrate. 

The speaker then compared the resources of 
the two sections in men, railroads, manufactur- 
ing establishments, eto. 

Let it be further remembered that the move- 
ment was made by the leading Southern States 
without an organized central Government, 
without an army or navy, practically without 
arms, arsenals, ammunition, or artisans. When 
the future historian shall consider this re- 
markable inequality in territory, in wealth, in 
means of transportation, in population and 
soldiers, be will be lost in amazement that the 
struggle could have been prolonged to four 
years of Southern resistance. It is true that 
the rural life of the Southern people was pro- 
motive of individual independence, and this 
independence was productive of individ- 


ual beroism, which was one of the 
marked characteristics of the Soutb- 
ern soldier. But, on the other - band, 


the Northern soldier was more vigorous in 
constitution, more robust in physical energy, 
and was reared under a civilization and domes- 
tic institutions which developed, in a high de- 
gree, the virtue of self-reliance. What is the 
explanation of the unexampied record made 
by the Southern armies? It cannot be at- 
tributed to any want of high couruge in the 
soldiers of the North. The one sufficient ex- 
planation is to be found in the great, 
distinctive, primal thought that moved, 
dominated, andinspired the Southern people. 
If the Northern soldier was impelled by the 
thought that a disruption of the Union en- 
dangered the permanence of our free institu- 
tions, and that to save the Union was to save 
republican treedom on this Continent, the one- 
controiling, all-pervading Southern thought 
was that the rights of the States, the security 
of property, of home, and of liberty were in- 
volved in the issue. The spirit of defense, not 
of defiance nor of conquest, nerved her peo 
vie. But we were not successful. Circum- 
stances decreed it otherwise. Failure came 
because success was impoasibie. 

After referring to the sufferings and triais 
of the reconstruction period, be closed: 

Let the South’s pliguted faith to the perma- 
nent Union of the States and the legitimate 
results of the War be forever uuquestioned; 
Jet all constitutional policies that tend to unite 
more closely the sections and people, and at 
the same time to promote simplicity and econ- 
omy of administration, find among you their 
sincerest and most enlightened champions. 
Then in the march of the Republic to its high 
destiny the South will resume her place with 
the ranks at the bead of the column, and the 
names of Southern statesmen and Soutaern 
soldiers will live among the most conspicuous 
and honored in our country’s history. 

Gen. Gordon’s reference to Mr. Davis and 
the grandeur of his life, especially the scenes 
depicted in Fortress Monroe, made a profound 
im and brought tears to | 
eyes. His tribute to the soldiers of both ar- 


- tates and contempt for the men who would at- 


tempt to detract from the valor of eicher, ro- 
ceived long-continued shouts of applause. 

It was then announced that Mr. Davis would 
receive bis friends at the City-Hall as soon as 
the mecting adjourned. 

When Mr. Davis and the others of the es 
corting party bad passed through the lines 
and reached their carriages the vast throng 
dispersed. Ashe started from the Capitol 
portico tne artiliery boomed forth and fired a 
salute of 100 guns. The same scene of cheer- 
ing and waving of handkerchiefs was enacted . 
as when the procession moved up the avenue. 
Mr. Davis was carried to the City-Hall, where 
a general handshaking was indulged in, the 
vast number of callers only permitting a mo- 
ment toeach. This ended the day’s demon- 
stration. It was a grand success, the heavy 
rain in the morning and after the speaking be- 
tng the only drawbacks. Universal good 
humor prevailed. There was not a hitch 
carrying out. the details. Fully 20,000 peo 
were on the streets and the grounds. No po- 
litical significance attaches to the meeting. It 
was an opportunity for thousands of Confed- 
erate soldiers, their wives and children, to see 
Mr. Davis, and they came accordingly. It has 
added largely to the fund for building the 
monument. The streets are crowded tonight 
and the hotels are filled to suffocation. To- 
morrow will be another big day. The corner- 
stone of the monument is to be laid with im- 
pressive ceremonies, in which Mr. Davis, Gen. 
Gordon, and others will take part. 

Mr. Davis will attend the centennial encamp- 
ment of the Chatham Artiliery at Savannah, 
Ga., May 3 to 8.

WAS THERE FOUL PLAY? 


Suspicious Circumstances in Connection 
with the Mortal Injury Sustained by Ed- 
ward Blandis. 

It is the opinion of the police, based upon 
the statement of Dr. Bates, that there are 
many suspicious circumstances connected 


with the injury of Edward Blandis, 
the drug-clerk empioyed by W. C. 
Smith ot Ciark and Harrison streets, 


who is said to have fractured bis skull by 
falling down the cellar stairs in Ed Havill’s 
saloon, No. 75 Fourth avenue, while drunk 


Tuesday. The fracture 1 at the base of tne 
skuii and it is the opinion of the doctor that it 
could not have been caused by a fall. 
What is much more likely, Dr. Bates 
avers, is that the wound was inflicted with 
some weapon of the sandbag character. The 
young man is dying at 8. Luke's Hospital, and 
Winnie Harris, colored, and Harry Edwards 
are under arrest. Ed Havill says that about 
5 o' clock in tne afternoon Blandis came stag- 
gering across the street and into his place 
where he was refused a drink. He then reeled 
into an adjoining room which the stairs 
descond into the basement. A moment later a 
fall was beard and the drug-clerk was found 
lymg at the foot of the stairs. He 
was brought up and laid down on the 
floor, where he fell asleep. young 
man was well known to the saloon people: and, 
fearing that he might lose his situation if word 
was sent to his employer, Harry Edwards was 
summoned instead. Edwards agreed it would 
be best to leave Blandis where he was for a 
time, and it was 11 o'clock that evening before be 
was taken to the drug-store. Edwards said 
that he had loaned Hlandis $30 that day to 
pay for a suitof clothes, but it was subse- 
quently ascertained that the money bad been 
raised by pawning Biandis’ waten. It is known 
that about 1 o’clock in the afternoon Biandis 
started for the W Bide with Winnie Harris. 
The latter says separated.at Van Buren 
street and Fourth avenue about four hours 
later, and that Blandis was sober then. It was 
less than an hour after when be reached 
Havili’s, drunk, ana with only $1.40 in money. 
The police think that a robbery was committed. 
however, that tne biow that 
produced the fracture may have been struck 
some moments before be reached Havill’s, and 
that when be fell in the saloon it may have 
been from the secondary effects.

REPUBLICANS HOLD THEIR 
STATE CONVENTION. 


OREGON 


Herman Renominated for Congress, a State 
Ticket Named, and a Timely Platform 
Adopted—Tammany to Run Hugh J. 
Grant for Mayor—The Reports on the 
Cincinnati Senatorial Contest Cases to 
Be Made in Columbus Today—The Demo- 
cratic Claims—The Late Judge Withey’s 
Probable Successor. 


PORTLAND, Ore., April 28.—The Republican 
State Convention met here today at 11 o'clock 
with C. W. Fulton as Temporary Chairman and 
J. W. Strange of Union as Secretary. The 
usual committees were appointed and the con- 
veution adjourned until4 p. m. At that hour 
it again met, but adjourned to 7:30 to give the 
Committee on Resolutions time to report. On 
the convention reassembiing at 7:30 the reso- 
lutions were reported. They condemn the 
economy ot Postmaster- General Vilas, through 
which Oregon is deprived of ordinary mail 
facilities; denounce the alleged civil-service 
reform of the party in power as a sham, 
and the secrecy in withhoiding the causes of re- 
moval of officers as infamous; condemn the 
appointment of unrepentant Confederates over 
ex-Union soldiers; demand the forfeiture of 
the land-grant of the Northern Pacific be- 
tween Wallula and Portland; and demand the 
passage of a bill to pension soldiers of the 
Mexican War. 

Binger Hermano, the present incumbent, 
was renominated for Congrese by a unanimous 
vote. The other nominations were as follows: 
For Supreme Judge, John B. Waldo of Port- 
land; Governor, Thomas R. Cornelius of Wash- 
ington County: for Secretary of State, George 
W. McBride of Columbia County. 

Detroit, Mich., April 28.—[Special.J—A 
united and concerted movement to secure the 
appointment of Lyman D. Norris of Grand 
Rapids as United States District Judge, to suo- 
coed the late Judge Withey, has been organ- 
ized. Messrs. Houseman, Fietcher, Blair, and 
other leading Democrats of that district tele- 
grapbed Congressman Comstock at Washing- 
ton today urging Mr. Norris’ appointment.

PASTEUR’S NEW PATIENTS, 


He Will Receive Three and Perhaps Four 
from the Towns of Pullman and Kensing- 
ton. 

As the result of the tour through Pullman 
and Kensington Tuesday of a dog supposed to 
be mad, Pasteur will receive three and perhaps 
four new patients at his Paris laboratory. 
The first person bitten by the dog was Percy 
Perkins, aged 12 years, a son of J. P. Perkins, 
Secretary of the Calumet Manufacturing Com- 
pany. The little fellow was playing Saturday 
with several mates at Wildwood, on the 
grounds of BE. W. Herrick. The dog made an 

‘incision not larger than the bead of a pin on 

the first finger of the boy’s right hand, just 
enougb to break the skin and draw blood. The 
dog was a stragge animal, and at that time 
showed no signs of being mad. As he imme- 
diately disappeared no more was thought of 
the matter. 

Tuesday the same dog, or a dog supposed to 
be the same animal, appeared on Fulton street, 
Pullman. He bit a son of John O'Connell, a 
biacksmith, aged II years, on the hand, and a 
8-year-old daughter of Al Klingle, a switch- 
man, on the cheek. He was pursued to Ken- 
sington, a mile distant, by Officers Kane and 
Cassenbrot, and there killed. In its death 
struggle, however, the animal made a hole as 
large as a dime in Cassenbrot’s wrist. The po- 
lice did not regard the animal as mad; but ag 
a precaution bunted up and kilied two dogs 
bitten by the animal at Pullman, 

The Pullman people, however, regarded the 
matter in a much more serious light and in- 
sisted that the animal was mad. The bites of 
the wounded children were cauterized. The 
reappearance of the dog naturally alarmed 
Mr. Perkins and the fact that dis 
son’s arm and hand were slichtiy 
swollen added to his anxiety, He sought the 
advice of Chicago physicians and they advised 
him to take the boy to Paris. At Pullman a 
subscription paper was started to def the 
expenses of the two bitten children to Paris, 
and last night the subscriptions had nearly 
reached $1,000. The will probably start with- 
in two or three days, and it is the intention to 
put them under the charge 6f Mr. Klingle, 
grandfather of the little girl. The old gentie- 
man is a well-informed man, and has made the 
journey across the ocean several times. Mr. 
Perkins will pay the expenses of sending his 
son to Pasteur and the little feliow will be ac 
compsnied by nis mother. Yesterday after- 
noon all arrangements had been made for 
them to leave last evening, although there was 
a possibility of their departure being delayed 
until today.

HERR MOST TO GOTO JAIL. 


THE ANARCHIST LEADER INDICTED 
FOR INCENDIARY TALK. 


Inspector Byrnes Puts 8 Detective After 
Him, Who Secures Evidence to Satisfy 
the Grand Jury—Jaehne to Be Tried 
May 10—A Visit to the Exiles in Mont- 
real—T wo Swell Weddings—Edwin Booth 
Makes a Lamentable Exhibition of Him- 
self. 

New York, April 28.—[Special Herr Most, 
the well-known Anarchist leader, who is editor 
of the Socialistic organ, the Freithett, will be 
arrested tomorrow. An indictment was found 
by the grand jury yesterday founded upon 
Sec. 450, Subdivision 2, of the penal code. The 
authorities, it is understood, have been 
prompted to make this move on account of the 
revolutionary sentiments which were paraded 
by Most ata mass-meetiug in Germania Garden 
last Friday nicht, called for the express pur- 
pose of urging upon „the workinemen 
that they should prepare for battle and 
secure arms, ammunition, and explosives. The 
police were present in great numbers and this 
exasperated Herr Most to such a degree that 
he shouted; “The police, the detectives, and 
similar blackguards have forfeited their right 
to live.“ 

Inspector Byrnes has for some time had 
his attention riveted upon the movements 
of this man, detailing Detective Brunner to 
watch the Anarchist gatherings and familiarize 
himself with their doings. Brunner is a Ger- 
man, and attracted no suspicion when he 
dropped in at Anarchist headquarters in 
Coburger Halle on Stanton street, where Most 
has been in the habit of lecturing every 
Saturday night. How much evidence the 
detective has accumulated from these 
meetings remains 80 far a secret. 
The detective has assiduously endeavored to 
gain the confidence of the leading Anarchists 
and last week he went around to the Frechheit 
office, No, 167 William street, to have his name 
entered upon the books as a subscriber. The 
intention as far as could be learned tonight 
wus to pay Herr Most a visit tomorrow and re- 
quest bim to come along and take a look at 
the interior of the Tombs. 

[John Most is a man with a record. His violent 
language has brought him behind the prison bars a 
number of times in Germany, Austria, and more 
recently in England. He was elected a member of 
Parliament by the Socialist party in Germany in 
1875, and caused several sensations on the floor of 
the House by his incendiary harangues and person- 
al attacks upon the Cha Hor. The anti-Socialist 
laws in 1878 made a further stay in Das Vaterland 
exceedingly unpleasant, and after being expelled 
from every country on the European Continent he 
pitched his tent ih the vicinity of Soho Square, 
London. In 1881 he was indicted on a charge ot 
advocating the assasination of all monarchs and 
sentenced to eighteen months’ penal servitude. 
During the last three or four years Herr Most has 
carried on his agitation in this city, and established 
groups of the Anarchist party in all the large cities 
throughout the country.] 

Booth Has a Mishap. 

During the performance ot Othello“ at the 
Academy of Music tonight Mr. Edwin Booth, 
who was playiug lago to Salvini’s Othello, lost 
his balance and fell across the footlights in 
such a way asto break the guard-chain. But 
for the intervention of several persons who 
were sitting in the front row he must have 
fallen into the orehestra. During the rest of 
the performance Mr. Booth was uncertain of 
step and indistinct of utterance. 

In the second act it became apparent that 
Mr. Booth was not himself. Applause gave 
place to mute astonishment and presently to 
expressions of disappointment and dissatis- 
faction. Mr. Booth spoke bis lines in 
a voice that was scarcely audible, and 
merely walked through the part. With the 
ovening of the third act his condition was by 
no means improved, and the mortification of 
the spectators was complete when, after rising 
from the fall which he had received at the 
bands of Othello, Mr. Booth tottered uncer- 
tainly upon his legs for a minute and then tell 
face downward into the footlights as described 
above. He was helped to his feet amid the 
hisses of a few of the spectators, the vast ma- 
jority of those present being apparently unable 
to realize the truth as to his condition. 
During the rest of the play Mr. 
Booth was incoherent and proceeded with his 
lines in total disregard of his cues, and in the 
closing act an army of supernumeraries char- 
itably stood in front of him and ind him from 
the spectators during Othello’s tgmagic death. 

Jaehne to Be Tried May 10. 

Henry W. Jaehne, the Alderman who is a8. 
cused of accepting a bribe of $20,000 from 
Jake Sharp for his vote on the Broad- 
way Hailroad franchise, was arraigned in 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer today. 
After a brief consultation between counsel for 
the prosecution and defense and Judge Bar- 
rett, the trial of the case was fixed for May 10 
peremptorily.

A BLOODY TALE RETOLD. 


Rise To by the Death of the Trotter Gen. 

Butler. 

The death of the once famous trotter, Gen. 
Butler, in New York Tuesday brings to mind 
a piece of the biackest perfidy in the way of a 
murder that has ever assisted in enhancing 
Chicago’s record for evil deeds ia the eyes of 
ber critics; it also bears out with singular ac- 
curacy a haphazard prophecy uttered a few 
moments after the commission of the crime. 
In 1862 a New-Yorker who owned a young 
black gelding that was beginning to make 
sportsmen of the Eastern metropolis open 
their eyes rechristened his animal Gen. But 
ler, atter the Union General who had just ac 
quired considerabi¢fiotoriety by his legal de- 
cision declaring negroes to be contraband ar- 
ticles of war and liabie to seizure as such. For 
the next four years the horse’s repstauon 
grew apace, at the end of which time he was 


conceded to be one of the fastest trotters in 
the country. Sept. 20, 1866, a match was ar- 
ranged between Gen. Butler and Cooley, @ 
black gelding owned by one Hiram Hastings, @ 
farmer living on tne present site of Riverside, 
and an animal that had beaten everything 
that had come near Chicago for some 
time. The race was for $5,000, and was 
to be run at Chicago on the old 
„ cinder”’ track, which was bounded by Iodiansa 
avenue, State, Thirty-second, and Thirty-fifth 
streets, When the time came to start fully 
$20,000 had been bet on the result, with the 
odds slightly in favor of Cooley. The driver 
of the latter horse was Bill Riley, a local sport, 
and that of Gen. Butler one Sam Crooks,” 
an ex-New York butcher-boy who had studied 
turf pursuits since his removal to Chicago. 
Cooley won the first two beats of the match, 
but in such slow ume as to arouse the sus 
picion of the Eastern animal's backers, who 
then and there dispensed with Mr. Crooks’ 
services and engaged those of William Me- 
Keever, a young New-Yorker of} good family 
and an excellent amateur driver. The result 
of this change was that Gen. Butler won the 
two suctGeeding heats, with considerably more 
ease than had Cooley the first couple, and 
things’ began to look blue for the 
borse's backers. All betting was at a stand 
still, and it was not until nigat had almost 
fallen that Cooley was driven out on the 
The start was made, the two black horses 
thundering away iuto the darkness.

Labouchere Assails the Efforts ‘to Break 
Down the Mackay-Bennett Cable Com- 
pany. * 
LONDON, April 28.— [Via Mackay-Bennett 

Cable to The Tribune.]—Mr. Labouchére, once 
a promoter and director in the Direct Cable 
Company and intimately acquainted with cable 
wt thus writes in his Truth of today: 
5 Anglo-American Company calmly one 
morning doubled its capital by means "let a 
paper issue, at the same time it amalgamated 
with the French Atlantic Cable Company, 
Which doubled its capital in the same simple 
fashion. Since then it has crushed out oppo- 
sition by first ruining and then buying up 
other Atlantic cable companies. It is now try- 
ing this game with the Mackay-Mpnnett Cable. 
That company charged rates which enabled 
it to pay dividends on its modest capitai. The 
Anglo-American Company had to follow suit, 
although these rates, naturally, were not cal- 
culated for its inflated capital. It bas now 
therefore to put them down to a figure which 
it hopes, while injuring itself, will also injure 
its rival, ana force it to assent to rates being 
put up toa price that will enabie the Angio- 
American Company and its confederate com- 
panies to pay dividends upon their fancy 
capital. I suspect that the cable gang will 
find they have caught tartars in Messrs. Mackay 
and Bennett. These gentiemen have only 
to persevere in order to crush out once and for 
all this enceavor to charge monopoly rates and 
to make the Atiantica private pond, in which 
only the monopoly ring may fish. In the mean- 
time all transmitters of transatlantic mes- 
sages should support Messrs. Mackay and Ben- 
nett in their endeavor permanentiy to reduce 
cable rates to a figure which will pay a re- 
munerative return in legitimate cable er- 
penditure.“ 


The Orient—Chinese Railway Enterprises 
Stopped—The Marriage of the Emperor. 
Tren-Tsin, China, March 20.—It is understood 

that the Viceroy, Li Huug Chang, had made up 

bis mind to commence building a section of 


from Lintsing or Terchon to the Yellow River 
in order to supplement that part of the canal 


which runs dry except during floodsin the 
river; that the opposition to this scheme and 
in fact to all railroad schemes has been 
strengthened by the accession of the Governor- 
General of Shantung to the ranks of Conserv- 
atives and thus the imperial authority to pro- 
ceed with the work cannot be obtained. 
The German syndicate agents arrived here last 
week and called upon the Viceroy, but met 
with no encouragement. There is good author- 
ity for the statement that the Viceroy told 
them that the Chinese Government did not de- 
sire to negotiate a loan for any purpose; that 
it bad indefinitly postponed the building of 
railroads, and that nothing could thvrefore be 
done in connection with thie matter for the 
present. The agents have gone to Pekin, and 
will doubtiess be governed by the advice of 
Herr von Brandt. who is said to have memori- 
alized the Foreign Office last year, advising the 
Chinese Government not to build railroads now. 
The French syndicate agents will arrive this 
week, but it is an open secret that their friends 
here do not expect for them a more favorable 
reception than has been extended to the Ger- 
mans. 

Tne Chinese Government is entirely absorbed 
making the preliminary arrangemeats for the 
young Emperor's marriage and his assumption 
ef authority as the actual head of the State. 
The first ot these arrangements is for him to 
worship at the tombs of his ancestors, and 
this requires a journey of about 100 miles 
to the northeastward. A special road has been 
built for him to travel over, and cannot be 
used by any one else till he is done with it. 
He will be accompanied on the journey by a 
large retinue, including the Empress Regent 
(bis aunt) and by many of the grand dignita- 
ries of the Empire. He will start at 3 or 4 
o'clock in the morning from the Imperial 
Palace at Pekin, will ride in a covered 
cart, and all the streets and roads 
through which the oortége passes will 
be carefully guarded from foreign eyes. 
It is estimated that the expense of the affair, 
which will last about ten days, including the 
time spent in going and coming, will be some- 
where between 3500. 000 and $1,000,000. It is 
also said that the Empress Regent bas selected 
one of her nieces, the daughter of the Duke 
Chow, as the first wife of the young Emperor. 
The young woman is just 16. Her immediate 
family is neither rich nor old, nor has it been 
distinguished for any special qualities on the 
part of its male members.

THE BRUNSWICK-BALKE-COLLENDER

In Chicago a week 
ago last Tuesday the men demanded not only 
ten hours’ pay for eight hourg’ work, but also 
the: aboliuon of piecework. Mr. Rothschild, 
having contracts to the.amount of over $80,000 
on his hands, was forced to grant their de- 
mands, intending to shut down as soon as the 
contracts were filled, and then wait until the 
rest of the furniture firms—members of the 
Western Furniture Manufacturers’ Associa- 
ton—bad decided what to do. Monday the 
Cincinnati strikers telegraphed the union here 
that unless the men here quit work they would 
lose their point down there, A red-headed 
man walked into the shop Tuesday, tipped hig 
bat over his nose, and sung out to the men: 
G0 on; you ali quit right now!’ The 
firm does not allow any outsiders 
in the shop, so Mr. Rothschild politely in- 
formed the delegate that he bad better go out, 
and that if be insisted on making a fuss he 
would cali the patrol. He left, but only after 
calling out again: All you men quit work!“ 
They did not quit work immediately, but a 
meeting was heid in the evening, and after 
midnight Mr. Rothschili was informed that 
the men would strike, and not a workman ap- 
peared yesterday morning.. Since the strike 
began Mr. Rothschild has been told that all the 
men would goto work again if the plant in 
Cincinnati was shut down permanently. 

Mr. Kothschild says that the strike was 
started by the unskilled laborers, the skilled 
workmen being willing to go to work. 
firm, however, has a warehouse full of 


goods, and can remain idle four months with- 
out suffering any loss. The — work men 


in the factory bave been mak from $12 to 
$20 a week, while the unski hands seldom 
got below $8. There was no compuision to 
work ten houss, the pay being by the piece. 

The Furnitureworkers’ Union is of an An- 
archistic tendency and consists almost exolu- 
sively ot Germans, most of whom are active 
Socialists. They get no assistance from the 
Knights of Labor, the only help they can ex- 
pect being from devotees of the red flag. 


Notes. 

Day before yesterday Thomas O. Malley went 
into the furniture factory at No, 482 Fifth ave- 
nue and loudly insisted that the men there 
should join the union and insist on eight hours 
as aday’s labor. He was ordered to leave by 
the foreman of the shop, but refused, and, an 
officer being called, he was arrested and yes- 
terday fined $25. 

Joseph Deimel of Deim Bros., 
manufacturers, was equally emphatic: ‘* The 
demand is altogether too premature. We 
find no cause for such a demand, and

we couldn’t sustain. it. We are pay- 
ing wages about 15 per cent higher 
than any furniture house in t part of the 


country, and if the men insist on more we'll 
simply shut down and keep closed for six 
months if necessary, as we do not propose to 
sacrifice our capital in such a way. There's 
no use talking about yielding to the men’s de- 
mands and raising the prices of our goods. 
We suggested the latter to some of our largest 
customers yesteruay, and they simply laughed 
at it, and told us that the trade would 
to New York and other cities. 
When ten bours’ pay for eight hours’ work be- 
comes uniform all over the United States it 
will be time enough for us to think about rais- 
ing the prices of our goods. This movement, 
if persisted in, will cripple and drive away the 
furniture trade from Chicago.

HOME RULE FOR IRELAND, 


An Enthusiastic Meeting in Washington 
n— 


Addressed by Prominent 
Samuel J. Tilden’s Indorsement of the Irish 
Cause—Progress of the Work in England. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—A mase-meet- 
ing assembled here tonight in pursuance of a 
call issued by a number of members of Con- 
gress and business-men of Washington to 
sympathize with the efforts of Mr. Gladstone 
to secure a Parliament tor Ireland. 
On the platform were seated Senator 
Van Wyck and Representatives Randall, Phelps, 
McKinley, Gibson, O'Hara, and Glass, and other 
members of the Lower House of Congress. 
Mr. Randall in taking tne chair expressed his 
profound sympathy with the cause of home 
rule in Ireland. This meeting, be said, sougbt 
to strengthen the hands of Gladstone, the 
greatest of modern orators and statesmen, in 
every possible, respectful, and positive way. 
America desired that England should 
see that justice to Ireland was safety 
to Great Britain. Ireland was entitled to 
the consideration of the United States, 
because her gallant people had on every occa- 
sion been the friends of free America. Let 
us give,“ be said in conclusion, Gladstone 
and Parnell all the encouragement which we, 


as Americans, can extend. To do less would 
be base desertion.” [Loud applause.] Sena- 
tor Van Wyck spoke enthusiastically of the 
triumph of home rule which was about to be 
obtained by Ireland, and rejoiced that Ireland 
was encouraged and strengthened by aid, not 
only from America, put from the English peo- 
ple. The.American people had a right to 
meet in assembiies like this and bid strug- 
gling Irishmen godspeed in their efforts, and 
especially bad the people of Washington that 
right. There was no home rule here. The 
same class of men who deniedit to Ireland de- 
nied it to Washington. Tue aristocracy of 
blood in England put their feet on Ireland; the 
aristocracy of money put their feet on Wash- 
ington—and the aristocracy of money was the 
meanest. Mr. Randall then read a letter from 
Samuel J. Tilden. After acknowledging the 
receipts of an invitation to be present at the 
meeting, the letter continues: 

Lregret that I cannot be personally present on 
an occasion so full of interest. I none the less 
join with you in applauding the exertions of the 
illustrous statesman of England and the great 
leader of the Irish people in behalf of the cause 
of homerule. Their efforts to obtain for Ireland 
that full measure of self-government and liberty 
which the people of the several States of the 
American Union enjoy have my cordial approval 
and support. At length I trust the day of liberty 
now dawns upon the misgoverned and oppressed 
people of Ireland. [Applause.] 

Letters were also read from Senator Sher- 
manassuring the meeting of his hearty sym- 
pathy in tae movement for bome rule in Ire- 
land, and from Senator Logan stating that he 
had ever been and now was for lessenihg the 
grasp of the iron hand of England from the 
throat of the Irish people. Representative 
Anderson of West Virginia then ad- 
dressed the assemblage, heartily sustain- 
ing the efforts of Gladstone to secure 
home rule for Ireland. Senator Riddle- 
berger of Virginia spoke at length 
of the Gladstone Home-Rule bill, which he 
criticised as fallmg far short of Ireland's just 
dues; but he advised Ireland and Irishmen to 
accept it—to take it as they would takea 
breastwork—for something behind which they 
could fight for further concessions. Repre- 
sentative Phelps of New Jersey eulogized the 
loyalty and greene Age Ireland, and was glad 
to be able to forget pastand think only of 
her present and future. Representative Mo- 
Kinley of Ohio thought that whatever Par- 
nell approved of Irish-Americans ought to 
be satified win. Let us get for Ireland to- 
day ali we can, and tomorrow let's get for her 
all she deserves.“ He was glad to find the 
United States on the right side of this ques- 
tion. The United States had always been on 
the right side of everything, and the Irishmen 
have always been on the side of the United 
States. It has been the pecuniary support 
giveu Parnell that has enabled him to fight 
Ireland’s battles, and he has fought them 
peacefully with American money. Represent- 
ative O'Hara of North Carolina spoke of the 
giory of ancient Ireland and the tyranny of 
Great Britain. The tollowing resolutions were 
unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That in their peaceful efforts to secure 
locai government the people of Ireland are entitled 
to the deepest sympathy of the American people; 
and that the Hon. William R. Gladstone and Charles 
Stewart Parnell are hereby extended our earnest 
assurances of confidence in their patriotism and 
approval of their wise and noble efforts. 

Resolved, That che following cablegrams be for- 
warded to these distinguished statesmen: 

“An immense meeting of prominent citizens 
from all parts of the United States was held here 
tonight. Many distinguished members ot Con- 
gress, Governors of States, and other eminent citi- 
zens send congratulations to you. We cordially 
approve and sustain your efforts for self-govern- 
ment for Ireland.“ 

Telegrams and letters were received from 
Patrick Ford, Gov. Perry of Florida, O'Neal of 
Alabama, Abbett of New Jersey, Oglesby of 
Iilinois, and Senator Blair, expressing regret 
at their inability to be present and expressing 
sympathy with the movement for Ireland's 
freedom. Speeches were aiso made by Repre- 
sentatives McMillan of Tennessee, McAdoo of 
New Jersey, Butterworth of Ohio, Lawier of 
Illinois, and Mr. Harmon of Chicago express- 
ing sympathy with the movement. 


The Irish Question Abroad. 

LONDON, April 28.—Mr. Jesse Collings, the 
unseated Liberal member for Ipswich, pub- 
hehes a second attack on Mr. Gladstone’s 
Home-Rull bull. Mr. Collings now declares that 
the scheme is but a thinly-veilled measure of 
separation; that the so-called safeguards of 
the integrity of the Empire and of the Protest- 
ant and loyal minorities are both ridiculoas 
and untenable, and capable of being main- 
tained by armed force only.” He also advo- 
cates the retention of Irish representatives at 
Westminster, while favoring the establishment 
of an Irish National Assembly to sit at Dublin 
and manage the domestic affairs of Ireland. 

Mr. Mundella, President of the Board of 
Trade, in a speech at Sheffield this evening, 
declared that Mr. Giadstone’s proposals were 
the result of conviction based upon experi- 
ence and upon a policy of daring to do right, 
in spite of possible public indignation. The 
refusal of self-government to America bad 
lost that country to England, while the grant- 
ing of self-government to other colonies had 
never resulted in the loss of a single one.

Des Mornes, Ia., April 28.—[Special.|—The 
commission to locate the soldiers’ home re- 
sumed work this morning, listening to claims 
of different cities. The Rev. Dr. Brown, pastor 
of a Congregational church of Dubuque, made 
the leading speech for that city. Ex-Gov. 
Gear gaye a plain business statement of 
the advantages of Burlington as a suit- 
able location for the home, and be 
was followed by Representative Culbert- 
son of the same city. J. B. Grinnell set 
forth the beauties of Grinneli, and Judge 
George G. Wright of Des Moines made a speech 
in favor of iocating the bome at Colfax. 
Speaker Head spoxe tor Jefferson. Tomorrow 
morning the oratory will flow again, and if the 
commission carry out their present* program 
they will start at 3 p. m. on another junketing 
trip to visit the ten or eleven places that are 
active applicants for the home.

huirischie. The city is not located on any rail- 
road and it is difficult to obtain information.

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| THE ROAD CONVENTION. 


| FINAL SESSION OF THE COUNCIL OF 
HIGHWAY COMMISSIONERS. 


A Resolution Declaring the State Meetings 
u Failure Raises a Lively Debate and Finds 
Considerable Support, but Is Defeated— 
E. M. Haines Figuring Prominently—Ofii- 
cers Elected and Numerous Resolutions 
Adopted—The Subjects Discussed. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 28.—[Special.]—The 
State Convention of Highway Commissioners 
was still more largely attended this mornmg 
than yesterday, but the session did not open 
until 11 o’clock, since the majority of the cele- 
gates were witnessing the trial of the road- 
making machinery. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 
That Highway Commissioners and Drainage 
Commissioners be paid each $2 a day; that the 
law be strictly enforced prohibiting the grow- 
ing of hedge, willow, and other trees along 
highways above the hight prescribed by law; 
that it is the sense of the convention that 
County Boards of Supervisors in each county 
should call mase-meetings at the county seats 
annually to discuss road matters and also to 
select delegates, one from each county, tothe 
State Convention of Highway Commissioners. 

The following resolution, offered by P. Fallon 
of Champaign, proved a firebrand which came 
near disrupting the conveution: 

_ WHEREAS, The nature of the soil and other 

Surrounding conditions vary so much in different 

parts of the State; and 

WHEREAS, The best methods of making good 
roads in some parts of the State are wholly un- 
practicabie in other parts of it; and, 

WHEREAS, The work of promoting good roads 
can be best attended to in those localities where 
the soil and other surrounding conditions are sim- 
ilar or nearly so; therefore be it 

Resolwed, That it is the sense of this meeting 
that State meetings of Road Commissioners are 
unprofitable and that they ought to be abandoned. 

Resolved, That instead of State meetings we 
favor meetings of County Commissioners. or of 
the Commissioners of any locality regardless of 
county tines where the conditions affecting the 
making of good roads are similar or nearly so. 

John Geider of Macoupin made a speech. 
adding force to his remarks by violent gesticu- 
lations, denouncing State conventions of High- 
way Commissioners as unprofitable and mere- 
ly a scheme on the part of their projectors to 
put up jobs on the delegates, which, he 
claimed, had been done at a former meeting. 
He said he had derived no benefit from the 
meetings, and he thought it was a waste of the 
people’s money to perpetuate them. 

This brought E. M. Haines to his feet. He 
delivered himself of a scathing rebuke to the 
gentleman from Macoupin. He said he should 
favor the resolution, since the convention ap- 
peared to be composed largely ot men who were 
opposed to road improvement. He was aware 
of the fact that there are not ten men 
in his county who would ever attend a High- 
way Commissioners’ convention because they 
didn't believe in making good roads. In Eu- 
land they had tried this policy, and there a 
road is a road; but in Illinois a road is 
merely a place for a road, and we are fifty 
years behind that country. He thought any 
convention that would say they didn’t believe 
in having a tarmer clean away from in frontof 
his house the noxious weeds were incompetent 
to make good roads, and they bad better do 
away with State conventions of Highway Com- 
missioners. 

Mr. Haaf of Henry, the “cattle dehorner,“ 
arose to reply, but inadvertently stating that 
be bad not heard the resolution, the Chairman 
declared him out of order. Mr. Haat then ap- 
pealed from the decision of the Chair, which 
was sustained, and he then proceeded to score 
both Haines and,the Chairman. He said he 
was at first in favor of State conventions, but 
he was convinced that temper of the con- 
vention was against them and he was willing to 
abide by the decision of the majority. He was 
satisfied that the convention would sit down 
on any proposition made by Mr. Haines, 
and any proposition Haines opposed the con- 
vention would adopt. He alleged that the State 
Board of Agriculture, under whose auspices 
these conventions bad been beid, did not have 
the hearty support and maintenance of a ma- 
jority of the farmers of the State; that there 
have been meetings of this kind held here 
where men came with some fraudulent 
schemes and have tried to dupe the conven- 
tion; that there is a very grave suspicion here 
that there are certain concccted schemes be- 
hind the present meeting; and that he thought 
it best that the convention dissolve at once, 
and for one he would hereafter in his paper 
oppose bitterly the holding of any more con- 
ventions of the kind. 

Mr. Lewis of the State Board of Agriculture 
replied that the convention could not afford to 
vote against a proposition because Mr. Haines 
or any other man favored it, or vote for a 
proposition because he opposed it, but the 
question should be, Is the proposition right? 
He did not think it true that the members of 
this convention could not conduct their pro- 
ceedings here without being controlled by any- 
body. He didn't suppose that was the 
calibre of the Highway Commissioners present. 
He did not wish it to go to the people of the 
State that the Highway Commissioners of the 
State are so lanorant, so imbecile, and 80 in- 
capable of transacting the affairs of the con- 
vention that they cannot be benefited by their 
associations here together, where they have 
an opportunity for a free interchangg of opin- 
ions and views. He thought all men who were 
willing to confess themselves such idiots that 
they cannot obtain any benefits from the meet- 
ings, that they are not capable of managing 
their own affairs and the affairs of the conven- 
tion without being in danger of being duped, 
should vote for the resolution. 

The pending motion was to refer the regoaiu- 
tion to the Committee on Resolutions, when 
Mr. Haines cleverly disposed of the matter by 
moving to adjourn sine die, which was defeat- 
ed by a unanimous vote. 

The following resolution, offered by Mr. 
Spaulding of Ford, was adopted: 

Resolved, That it would be for the best interest 
of the public highways of the State of Illinois to 
have Commissioners in townships under township 
organization and County Commissioners in coun- 
ties not upder township organization report to 
the Secretary of the State Board of Agriculture on 
or before Jan. 1, 1887, the number of miles of gray- 
el or stone road in their respective townships, 
when built, of what material, whether stone or 
gravel, how thick said material was put on the 
road, width of roadbed, how far said stone or grav- 
el had to be hauled, total cost of road completed 
per mile, and the condition of the road after one or 
more years of travel, 

A resolution was also adopted recommending 
the Legisiature to amend Sec. 60 of the Road 
jaw so as to provide in cases of appeal that the 
Justice of the Peace shall appoint one member 
of the board of three Supervisors, the peti- 
tioners one, and the Highway Commissioners 
one. 

E. C. Lewis then read a paper on “The 
Farmer and Highways." Mr. Lewis illustrated 
the importanve of good highways to the farm- 
er and that they are interested in good roads 
more than any other class of people. He as- 
serted that farmers are pubiic-spirited and ap- 
preciative and are willingto be taxed. That 
the great difficulty in the way of good roads is 
the legal machinery as at present constructed; 
that they are just as selfish as any other class 
of people and are not generously disposed 
to duld roads for the benefit of 
other people, but would willingly vote a tax to 
build their own roads. For the purpose of 
securing gravel roads, which are the most de- 
sirable, he suggests the foilowing legislation: 
That the Boards of Supervisors of the various 
counties be authorized and empowered and 
that it be made their duty to create bard road 
districts which shall centre on outlying popu- 
lation on a line of travel to market into a road 
district, and give them the power to inaugurate 
a system of making a hard road on 
a mne of their road to market; 
that the County Board be required 
to pay a certain percentage of the cost of these 
roads as in cases where they now pay a portion 
of the cost of certain bridges in which the 
public are supposed to be interested; and also 
that a State tax should be levied by which the 
State can pay a portion of the expense and 
thus provide additional inducements for con- 
structing such roads, the money to be paid on 
the completion of the road and its acceptance 
by a commission to be appointed for the pur- 


The convention. reconvened at 3 o'clock, and

ous scientific and practical standpoints. The 
speaker premised by saying that improvements 
in road-making, as in every other * 
of industry, had been a work of time, 
until now we could make roads by ma- 
chinery superior to anything  hereto- 
fore accomplished by band. He held that 
whatever may be the system of road-making, 
the day of ths pick and sbovel, the plow and 
dump scraper, is disappearing, never to return. 
As fast as a neighborhood adopts modern-made 
machines the old puttermg system becomes a 


of a neighborhood commences only when the 
old time-worn implements are thrown aside 
and improved means adopted. Road-makmg 
machines will work consecutively over bills 
and bollows, grading the roads in a manner far 
Superior to what can be done by hard labor. Not 
only this, but the work of making and keeping 
in repair may be merely a nominal sum, even 
where a good and sufficient road with perfect 
and ample side ditches for drainage is made. 
The cost for compieting the road perfect will 
not be more than 50 centsof the value of the 
land per acre. Thee are instances cited where 
the cost has been less than 20 cents per acre of 
the land of farms. What a nominal sum of 
cost for the outcome! What a percentage of 
profit for the untlay! 

Upon the question of drainage in its relation 
to road-making the speaker said: 

Let us look at this question of drainage in con- 
nection with roads. The drainage of any section is 
in one given diréction as a whole, either north, 
south, east, or west, or else on some line diagonal 
to these points. Suppose roads are cut on every 
quarter section running to the cardinal points of 
the compass. Does it not follow that the drainage 
will be carried in a given direction, until it meets a 
tall running in another direction? Will it not fol- 
low this direction in the ditches until it must seek 
still another direction? Suppose the general drain- 
age region is to the southeast, as it is in the locali- 
ty lying just west of Chicago. Will not roads cut 
east and west and north and south carry all the 
drainage if the ditches are kept full? Would not 
the water run in these ditches like a mill stream 
after heavy or continued rains? If you think not 
you can satisfy yourself on this fact by investi- 
gating that locality, where the roads are earth roads 
ballasted with gravel and stone. It would teach a 
lesson of how water will run away in two direc- 
tions when the fall is not appreciable except by 
the use of the engineer’s level until ditches are 
made. 

Relative to placing underdraining, the sug- 
gestion was made that, where drains are placed 
near the edges of the road, these places dry 
Arst, and take the travel in muddy weather. 
It this plan is adopted a line of tile may be 
laid near each side of the road, and that por- 
tion of the ditch within eighteen inches of the 
top should be of small. broken stone, small 
grave, or coarse sand. This will prevent the 
whole from becoming impervious to water 
through puddlmg. If only a single line of tile 
is used it should be certainly filled with stone 
or gravel, except perhaps fifteen inches just 
over the tile. This may be sand, friable loam, 
or clay as the case may be. If the tiles are 
laid in the ditches they should be under the 
deepest part, or next the side furthest from the 
centre of the road. In this case a fair wagon- 
track will also lie next these tiles slong the 
side of the road in wet weather. 

It was held that a constant mistake in mak- 
ing earth roads in ali the great prairie regions 
of the West, where gravel and stone are not 
easily obtainable, is from doing the work 
piecemeal, a little here and a littie there. The 
proper plan to pursue is for each district of 
sufficient size, through the Road Commission- 
ers, to procure a road-machbine—which may be 
tried before paying for. Then, 80 far as the 
work can be accomplished, properly grade a 
road, with as carefully graded ditches on each 
side, up bill and down and through the hol- 
lows, 60 far as the district extends, the earth 
to be placed in the middle of the road, thor- 
oughly graded and compacted, with bermes 
three or more feet wide between the grade and 
ditches. The reason for leaving the bermes is 
that the earth of the grade will gradually 
spread towards the ditches, and if these bermes 
are not left the earth will spread into the 
ditebes. If the bermes are left it gives a 
chance to carry additional earth to the centre 
of the road in repairs. A road once properly 
made, the grade should be kept intact, high, 
and well rounded, if of earth, since the perfect 
shedding of water to the ditches is its measure 
of economic value. 

The speaker also explained why roads sbould 
be graded the same over hills and valleys and 
over level ground, illustrating the subject by 
diagrams of the various means used in road- 
making. As to the practical outcome of this 
system it was held that two important objects 
are accomplished. First, a perfectly grad 
road, which will be fairly perfect ten or eleve 
months of the year, if not allowed to get into. 
disrepair, which may be prevented by passing 
over the road at proper intervais with a suita- 
ble horse-machine to fill ruts and keep the road 
up to grade. If gravel or stone broken to an 
inch size can be obtained apply it by all means, 
for thus you may have a perfect road at mini- 
mum cost at all seasons of the year. At every 
depression it is also essential that the ditch 
water be carried away through the flelds to a 
natural outfall. It is no less important that 
through all slight changes of elevatiun tl 
ditch be deepened by a narrow channel, so that 
no water can accumulate to stand in the 
ditches. 

Upon the subject of graveling or ballastma 
of roads by broken stone or other mineral sub- 
stances, it was held that on country roads not 
subject to the continual impingements of 
heavily-loaded teams a coating of gravel six 
inches deep and nine feet wide will answer 
every purpose for twelve months in the year. 
The wear of gravel was carefully illustrated. 
Gravel, said the speaker, will become quite 
deep at the places in the road under the wheels, 
which makes the road as good practically as if 
covered at a uniform depth of a fvot or more 
with gravel. But it should be distinctly un- 
derstood that a gravel road should haye per- 
fect drainage, for if water is allowed to stand 
in the road the earth becomes saturated and 
the gravel will soon be pressed out of sicht. 
But with good drainage and proper attention a 
road thus constructed will last for many years. 

In conclusion the speaker urged those build- 
ing roads to commence rigut by laying broad 
foundations, seouring continuous ditches with 
good outlets; make the grade even on which 
gravel can be placed from year to year until 
you get all of the roads in such a condition 
that the proverbial muddy roads of the past 
and present will only be remembered as things 
of the past. 

A resolution was adopted, that the Commit- 
tee on Legisiation of the convention confer 
with the appropriate committee of the next 
General Assembly and secure such legislation 
as will carry out the spirit and intention of the 
resolution adopted at the September (1884) 
meeting of Highway Commissioners as re- 
ported by the Gemmittee on Koad-Grading and 
Drainage, which is as follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this convention: 

I. That the primary object of importance to be 
considered in the repairing of old roads or making 
of new ones is thorough drainage. 

2. All ditches or drains should be made continu- 
ous to some natural or artificial outiet of sufficient 
capacity to readily carry of ali water that may ac- 
cumuiate in the roadway. And where it is not 
practical to obtain an outlet for the water on the 
line of road within the township, the ditch or drain 
should be extended to the township line and con- 
tinued by the next township to some natural 
outlet. 
. All road-grading should be uniform—that is, 
crowning in the centre, with the greatest depres- 
sions at the back side of the ditches, which should 
be uniform and continuous; the hight and width of 
the grade to be regulated, according to the partic- 
ular requirements of each location, always keep- 
ing in view permanency and thorough drainage. 
A resolution urging the passage of a law re- 
stricting the right to appeal from the decision 
of Highway Commissioners to owners of prop- 
erty contiguous to the highway in question 
was also adopted, and the restof the after- 
noon was largely devoted to tabling and 
voting down numerous resolutions, among 
the number bemg one for building bard 
roads by appropriations from the State Treas- 
ury. the resolution being strongly favored by 
E. M. Haines, who in a speech took occasion 
to denounce the sending of troops to East St. 
Louis as a useless and unwarranted expense, 
and intimating that there may be some trouble 
about getting through future State militia 
legislation. The resolution was opposed by 
Mr. Hat? of Heury, who charged Mr. Haines 
with being in league with Chicago parties to 
get the State to pay for making bard roads in 
Cook County.

IT IS RUNNING THROUGH A BIGGER 
BREAK AT AUSTIN. 3 


The Levee-Leak at That Point Now 500 ~~ 
Feet Wide—Mlles of Territory Inundated 
and Crops Ruined—The Situation at Hel- 
ena Remains Critical—Two Lives Lost in 
a Washout Accident on the Illinois Cen- 
tral. | 


Mempuis, Tenn., April 23.—[Special.]—The 
break which occurred in the levee at Austin, 
Miss., last night bas widened, and is now 5000 
feet. The water has flooded both sides of WC W? 
track of the Louisville, New Orleans & Texas 
Railroad for ten or fifteen miles to the south 
of Austin, and is still spreading over the coun- 
try. The damage that will be sustained by this 
break cannot be well estimated. The water 
has risen to within two feet of the railroad 
track and continues rismg. The greatest dam 
age, bowever, is reported below Vicksburg, 
where the levee has broken, which will cause 
a suspension of travel over this line and also 9 
the Illinois Central. It rained for seventy-two 
bours at nearly all points from Vicksburg ~~ 
south, which has fooded the country in the in- 
terior. Contrary to the expectatious of every 
one the river at Memphis bas been stationary 
for the last six days. A decline was expected 
to have set in by last Sunday, but the St. Fran- 
cis River, which empties into the Mississipps 
just above Helana, has been pouring out such 
a flood as to keep the river stationary here. 
A decline must begin here by tomorrow,and it 
will then fall very rapidly. ‘ 

HELENA, Ark., April 28.—|Special.]—The 
river rose one-tenth of a foot from 1 o’clock 
yesterday to 1 o'clock today, and at 6p. m. 
was at forty-seven and nine-tenths feet above 
low water, and seven-tenths above the river of 
1882. The St. Francis is now about on a stand, 
and if it is possible to bold the weak places in 
the levees the crisis will be over in forty-eight 
hours.

SENATOR STANFORD'S EXPLODED 
FALLACIES. 

Senator Stanford’s argument opposing the 
Cullom Inter-State Commerce bill is worthy 
some attention, since it was directed against 
any and all legislation for the regulation df 
railroad transportation, The press report 
quotes him as follows: 


Senator Stanford made a long legal argu 
ment against the bili, claiming its, title should 
be changed to express its true meaning: “A 
bill to regulate carriers“ not commerce, as 
the latter meant the interchange of commodt- 
ties—matters with which the carrier, in the 
legitimate transaction of his business, bad 
nothing todo. He did not deny the constitu- 
tional right to regulate commerce between 
States, but most of the railroads were creatures 
of the State, and be quesuoned the authority 
of Congress to regulate corporations peculiarly 
of State origin. 


This certainly is very singular doctrine. 
If Congress cannot regulate roads of State 
origin its power will extend only to the land- 
grant lines running through the Western 
Territories. But, according to Senator 
Stanford, these corporations, like the others, 
are occupied in the business of transporting 
freight and passengers, not in buying or 
selling goods, and therefore, as they are not 
engaged in commerce,“ they cannot be 
regulated by Congress. While Mr. Stanford 
„does not deny the right to regulate com- 
merce between the States,” he limits it in 
such a manner that National control could 
not possibly be exercised over a railroad 
corporation of any character if his views are 


correct. Fortunately there is not the slight- 


est doubt that his opinions are utterly falla- 
cious, representing poor logic, bad sense, and 
worse law. 

Sixty or seventy years ago there were a 
few persons in the country holding Senator 
Stanford’s opinion that the power to regulate 
commerce does not include transportation, but 
since the decision rendered by the Supreme 
Court in the Gibbons-Ogden case in 1824 the 
doctrine in question has been regarded only 
as an ancient curiosity. In deciding that 
case Chief-Justite Marshall said commerce 
undoubtedly meant traffic, but it included 
also all thé means of commercial intercourse, 
and in his opinion the mind could not con- 
ceive a system for regulating commerce which 
would exclude navigation [transportation ].“ 
The doctrine which Marshall could. not con- 
ceive is, however, perfectly clear to the com- 
prehension of the millionaire railroad Presi- 
dent now acting as one of the Senators from 
California. 

Senator Stanford’s theory that a road of 
State origin” is beyond the control of Con- 
gress has also been emphatically denied by 
the Supreme Court. All inter-State roads 
are within the jurisdiction of Congress. 
Their charters may have been granted by the 
States, but they are subject to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, which gives Con- 
gress power to regulate inter-State commerce 
and traffic. In a decision rendered years ago 
the Supreme Court said: Commerce 
among the States does not stop at a State 
line,” but wherever it goes the power of 
the Nation as represented in this court goes 
with it to protect and enforce its rights.” 
The doctrine that the power of Congress fol- 
lows inter-State commerce from the point of 
shipment in one State to the place of desti- 
nation in another has been repeatedly af- 
firmed by the unanimous opinion of the Su- 
preme Court. Senator Stanford ought to be 
informed that the absurd, impolitic, danger- 
ous doctrines which he gravely upholds in 
the Senate were exploded and denounced by 
the Supreme Court long before he was born. 
It is too late even for a railroad President to 
argue that inter-State transportation lines are 
above and beyond all control. 


KNOW-NOTHING KNIGHTS. 

According to the statements of Powderly 
and McDowell, the Knights of Labor order is 
not only an unobjectionable but a ‘praise- 
worthy organization, acting at all times 
within the law, opposing strikes, and seek- 
ing to benefit its members by legitimate co- 
operation. ‘The trouble is that the practice 
of the rank and file among the Knights” 
does not accord with the preaching of the 
head-centres. Powderly condemns strikes, 
and his followers begin them oftentimes out 
of mere wantonness and without the pre- 
tense of a just cause; he deprecates boy- 
cotts, and yet his insubordinate Knights are 
never so enthusiastic as when joining in these 
illegal conspiracies. Mr. Powderly’s state- 
ments are not in harmony with the practices 
of his organization, and the only conclusion 
is that a large portion of the Knights” 
have determined to abandon the first princi- 
ples of the order and are now beyond the 
control of their leaders. The tree is known 
by its fruits, and the Knights of Labor or- 
ganization must be judged by fts acts, not by 
Mr. Powderly’s explanation of the theory on 
which it was founded. 

The fact is that the Knights, or a good 
part ot them, are attempting to introduce a 
new form of Know-Nothingism and proscribe 
men who do not belong to their order and do 
its behests. They claim the privilege of boy- 
cotting or conspiring against all persons em- 
ploying non-union men, destroying their 
business or depriving the men of employ- 
ment, and making their rights depend not on 
the law but on the favor of a secret society. 
If successful, they would establish the doc- 
trine that a man’s right to prosecute a busi- 
ness or labor in a trade must be derived not 
from the law but from membership in an 
oath-bound labor-nnion. Know-Nothingism 
in its original aspect was not nearly as dan- 
gerous as this latest form of proscription; it 
aimed only to prevent foreigners from hold- 
ing office, but did not attempt to outlaw them 
from procuring a livelihood for themselves 
and families in private occupations. Knight 
Know-Nothingism assails the sacred right 
of labor” itself, and seeks to deprive the pro- 
scribed class of its means of subsistence and 
to break down and destroy the business of its 
employers. Conspiracies and boycotts car- 
ried on for this purpose are not only opposed 
to every principle of right between man and 
man, but take rank as criminal offenses; and 
yet the order which Mr, Powderly says was 
organized for just and worthy purposes is 
found aiding and abetting violations of law. 
It is said that Mr. Powderly has called a 
Special session of the General

same manner as pilots, steamship Captaips, 
and others engaged in commerce on the 2 
sens. These men,” said Mr. McDowell, 
ere botind to bring their vessels into part, 
and so railroad engineers should be bound to 
bring their engines to their destination.” 
Mr. McDowell was correct in saying Congress 
has the same authority over inter-State com- 
merce as over that on the high seas, but he 
does not seem to understand that the sailor 
system was adopted for the good of the pub- 
lic rather than the advantage of the seamen, 
and that it is one of the most rigorous codes 
ever applied to men in semi-private employ- 
ment. It is scarcely conceivable that the 
Knights of Labor would work under such a 
system, and very remarkable that one of their 
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representatives should advance the sugges- 
tion. | 
Mr. McDowell’s idea appears to be that it 
railroad employés were licensed by the Gov- 
ernment they would enjoy a monopoly of 
their occupation and have nothing to fear fram 
competition by other laborers. In return for 
this he thinks the Government might im- 
pose some obligations on them and require 
them to remain at their posts during a trip 
and bring their trains through to their desti- 
nations. But if Mr. McDowell will examine 
the laws for the government of the merchant 
marine he will find they do not stop short 
with any such simple requirements as he 
suggests, but prescribe strict rules with 
severe penalties for every offense. Although 
marines in the merchant service are not jn 
the employ of the Uuited States the law 
holds them sternly to the performance of 
duty and obedience to the commands 
of superior officers. A common sailor 
cannot be shipped until he enters 
into articles binding himself to remain 
at his post, obey every lawful command, and 
present any grievances to the Captain in 
quiet and orderly manner.” A strike on a 
vessel sailing under the American flag is 
known to the law only as ‘“‘ mutiny and re- 
volt.” It is a eriminal offense for a sailor to 
leave his post without cause or interfere in 
any manner with the progress of the voyage. 
Any person who “harbors or secretes” a 
sallor who has deserted is liable to a fine for 
every day that he permits such sailor to re- 
main in his house. A sailor on a merchant 
vessel is more like a soldier in the regular 
army or a marine in the navy than like a pri- 
vate employé whose obligations are deter- 
mined hy contract with his employer. | 
The primary purpose of Government li- 
cense and control of merchant vessels is not 
so much to benefit the sailor as the public 
to secure the safety of life and commerce on 
the high seas. Persons and property in the 
course of ocean transportation are beyond 


ful occupation without interference is 
that must and shall be preserved. 


law, and hence the Captains, pilots, and sail- 
ors who conduct such transportation are held 
to a very strict accountability. Commerce 
by land does not call for such severe regula- 
tion. Persons engaged in it are supposed at 
all times to be within the immediate reach of 
the authorities, and there is therefore no 
reason why they should be denied the free- 
dom of private contract and be put under 
stringent discipline. It is not necessary to 
bind railroad employés to their employment 
for a specified times but they may be left 
free to quit work whenever they see fit, 
while the Government undertakes simply to 
prevent the riotous obstruction of land com- 
merce between the States. Railroad em- 
ployés certainly would never consent to work 
under the sailor system, and it is very singu- 
lar that such a suggestion should have been 
made by arepresentative Knight of Labor, 
It must be that Mr. McDowell has not inves- 
tigated the merchant-marine system fully 
and does not understand the extent of its 
scope. | 


Tun walking delegates” of the Knights 
of Labor seem to be determined to run the 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company intp 
the last ditch. A few weeks ago the men 
made a must inordinate demand upon the 
company to the effect that it must largely 
advance their wages. As the company had 
several contracts on hand, upon which it 
would meet with serious loss if it failed to 
finish them up, it had to yield. The con- 
cession, so far from proving satisfactory, has 
had just the opposit effect, The walking 
delegate marched into the shop yesterday 
and snapped his fingers, whereupon 400 men 
at work walked out because an expert lum 
ber-measurer employed by the company is 4 
non-union man and has not been discharged, 
The company is now literally in the last 
ditch and must surrender or fight. Suppose 
it surrenders and throws this non-union lum: 
ber-measurer out, and the men go back to 
work again. When the company’s present 
contracts are finished and new ones made, of 
course they must be marked up to correspo 
with the increase of wages. Then when the 
orders are withdrawn, it will be necessary to 
lay off seventy-five or 100 men, whereupon 
the walking delegate” will come in, snap 
his fingers again, and all will march out, un- 
less those who have been laid off for want of 
work are taken back again, and paid ten 
hours’ wages for standing around. Evidently 
the company now must fight or shut up shop 
and go fishing. If it fights, the public will 
be very much interested to know what kind 
of tactics it will follow in the last-ditch busi- 
ness, | 


SIXTEEN or eighteen companies of the 
Illinois National Guard are kept at East St. 
Louis guarding railroad property at an ex- 
pense to the State of from $3,000 to $4,000 a 
day. The troops were taken there in the 
first place to.support the civil authorities, but 
the result is that no attempt has been made 
to execute civil process, and East St. Louis 
remains under military rule long after the 
necessity should have passed away. The 
military were ordered to East St. Louis be- 
cause tbe Sheriff's small posse had been over- 
come and the mob were threatening the 
property of several railroads. When mili- 
tary protection was afforded why were not 
the rioters enjoined and put under arrest? 
Why are the railroad companies not filing 
complaints and suing out writs of injunction 
against all persons who have interfered or 
are threatening to interfere with the business 


maintain a military force at East St. Louis 
all summer while they make no effort to en- 
force and protect weir rights under the law ? 
Gov. Oglesby ought to notify the companies 
that if they do not exercise their rights un- 
der the law within a reasonable time the 
State guards will be withdrawn. 

Within twenty-four hours after the troops 
reached East St. Louis warrants by the score 
or hundred should have been sworn out and 
the work of arresting and enjoining the rioters 
begun. The military was sent there to assist 
in the execution of civil process, and yet it 
appears that nothing of the kind has yet 
been done. Several hundred rioters guilty 
of overt acts ought to have been in jail long 
ago, and the remainder of the evil-disposed 
put under bonds or served with writs of in- 
junction, It is the duty of the railroad com- 
panies to assert their rights when afforded 
protection, and not lie down supinely and ex- 
pect the State to maintain military rule for 
an indefinit time. The expense is very heavy 
and the guards are needlesly kept away from 
their private business at a busy period of the 
year. Let Gov. Oglesby send the Attorney- 
General to East St. Louis to see why efforts 
are not being made to execute the civil law. 
It is high time that peace was restored in 
that community and the troops withdrawn. 
Why are not arrests made? 


Gen. Lies,’ who has been appointed to 
superintend the school census, says that the 
suggestion made to take the school census by 
precincts as made out by the Election Com- 
missioners is an excellent one. He agrees 
with those who favor that course that the 
registration lists and the ward maps will 
greatly aid the canvassers to be employed 
under him, but says there is a question 
whether the law does not require that the 
census shall be taken by school districts, and 
that it may operate against his acting as he 
would wish. Gen. Lieb and the School 
Board may be informed that there is no such 
law. The school census is taken: chiefly to 
furnish a basis for the division of the 
school fund and material for the re 
port of the State Superintendent of 
Schools to the General Assembly. The 
only census absolutely required under the. 
law is that of the population under 21 and of 
the population between 12 and 21. The sec- 
tion of the School law dealing with the mat- 
ter provides that Boards of School Trustees 
and in cities Boards of Education shall fur- 
nish the School Superintendent before the 
15th of July in the year preceding the meet- 
ing of the General Assembly a report show- 
ing the number of persons under 21 years 
of agein the township or city, muking a 
separate enumeration of those above the age 
of 12 years who are unable to read arid write, 
and the cause or causes of the neglect to 
educate them.” Nothing more in the way 
of census-taking is required. Certain pas- 
sages of the law, indeed, do not make it 
clear that a biennial census is absolutely nec- 
essary in cities. But at any rate the law 
will not interfere with making the election 
precinct the unit of the census. In view of

) ed into wards this would not only be a safe 
and economical plan but the most accommo- 
dating and convenient as well. The School 
Board should let Gen. Lieb have his way in 
this matter.

THERE can be lite doubt that the gravel- 
ing of the old plank road out in the Town 
of Jefferson, a history of which was printed 
in Toe TRIBUNE yesterday, is an outrageous 
job. Some measures should be promptly 
taken to prevent the payment of the bill for the 
gravel said to have been delivered. It should 
be shown first that the price demanded is not 
exorbitant, and that the goods were delivered 
in kind and quantity as described in the bill. 
There must be a mistake or a steal. It is 
impossible that $20,691 worth of gravel was 
needed to build a mile and to repair 
about half a mile of road. The most 
generous calculation indicates that not 
more than one-fourth of the quantity 
billed for could have been used. The 
original order under which the contract was 
made provided that the price should not ex- 
ceed $19 per car-load. The highest price 
was paid. The gravel is of an inferior 
grade. The best Joliet gravel—a superior 
article—is delivered in car-loads on side- 
tracks at about $16 per car-load. Why wasa 
larger price than $16 per car paid for an in- 
ferior article? It seems utterly incredible 
that some of the Commissioners could have 
known the character of the job when they 
voted for the payment of the bill. The 
building of American railroads now costs 
about $10,000 per mile. This includes ties— 
100 tons of ties to the mile—and the road- 
bed. To repair an already graded road with 
gravel could not possibly have cost as much. 
Yet the bill of the Clybourn Bros. for the 
gravel tor one and one-half miles is $20,691, 
or at the rate of $13,794 per mile. There is 
either a big steal or a big mistake. 

County-Clerk Ryan should withhold the 
warrant for the payment of this bill until 
there is time to investigate the matter. The 
vote ordering the payment of the bill ought 
to be reconsidered at the next meeting. In 
the meantime the Commissioners ought to go 
over the road and examine the work done. 
The members of the board who have hitherto 
enjoyed a good reputation cannot afford to 
appear before the public as champions of the 
Clybourn bill. Let us have an investiga- 
tion. In the meantime, Mr. Ryan, not a 
cent of money on this gravel contract. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Sun 
writes that the Chinese Government has de- 
clined to sanction the scheme of building rail- 
roads inthe Empire, and that the German 
and French agents now on the ground are 
about to leave. The change of policy seems 
to have grown out of the accession of new 
and conservative elements to the governing 
power. It is intimated, however, that the 
refusal of the Government is not final, but 
indicates a disposition to go more slowly, and 
when the roads are built to build them far in- 
land so as to be out of the reach of hostile 
Powers. 


THE movement to make eight hours a day’s 
labor is just now very active—indeed, there 
bas been taik of concerted action among the 
Knights of Labor for its enforcement the 
Ist of May. What animates the bulk of the 
eight-hour advocates is the belief that, while 
less work would be done in eight hours than in 
ten, the pay would remain the same, and em- 
ployment would be furnished to large numbers 
who now have nothing to do. We see no ob- 
jection in the world to the experiment being 
tried, if it be tried on the American basis of 
individual liberty—that is, if individual choice 
be allowed to determine in every case whether 
a man shall work eight hours or ten, and the 
employer be allowed to choose between the 
eight-hour men and the ten-hour men. To 
make it work satisfactorily, however, each man 
ought to be paid by the hour, and then both 
classes could work in the same factory or shop. 
But the important question for the public is 
age n is to be tried.

Many of the workingmen in Rothschild’s 
furniture factory who struck yesterday be- 
cause the firm refused to accede to their de- 
mand that they should be paid by the day and 
not by the piece calied subsequently upon 
members of the firm and apologized for their 
action, saying they were not responsible for 
their strike, hav peen ordered out by a 
union which governs them. There have been 
many instances of a simiiar kind since the la- 
bor agitation began. They are indications 
that the time is speedily coming when there 
will bea lively row inside the labor camp. 
Workmen, especially skilled ones, will not long 
submit to be ordered to stop working when 
they are satisfied with their pay to suit the ca- 
prices of agitators, or sacrifice their wages to 
accommodate the wishes or necessities of the 
unskilled. Some fine day the walking dele- 
gate will march in and snap bis fingers only to 
find himself making a rapid and unceremoni- 
ous exit, 
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Tne boss bakers and confectioners, as well 
as the shoe manufacturers of St. Louis, have 
got themselves into trouble with the Knights 
of Labor because they have refused to place 
the label of the union on their goods. The 
Knights in return are now threatening to boy- 
cott them. The bosses are warranted in the 
refusal they have made. If they bad consented 
they would not be allowed to employ any per- 
son who was not indorsed by the labor unions. 
Probably this concession would have led to the 
still further demand that the bosses should 
stick union labels on themselves, their wives, 
and children. If a baker is to be compelled to 
stick labels in his pies and doughnuts, ora 
confectioner must plaster his caramels and 
molasses candy with them, why should they not 
wear the badge themselves? 


AN outrageous case of boycotting recently 
occurred in New York City, the principals in 
which are now under arrest upon a charge of 
conspiracy. A musical union, called the Carl 
Sahm Club, boycotted one Theiss, a beer-rar- 
den proprietor, because he bired musicians who 
belonged to another union than theirs. The 
Central Labor Union and the Knights of Labor 
gave the boycott their sanction, and Theiss was 
soon obliged togive up and pay the Car! Sahm 
Club 81.000 for so-called expenses. After he 
had paid his blackmail he turned round and 
had them arrested for conspiracy. After the 
preliminary examina their counsel moved 
a dismissal of the coast, but Justice Gorman 
refused and bound them over, and accompanied 
bis refusal with a few pertinent remarks, in 
the course of which he said: 


This is a most disgraceful case of blackmail. It 
is not an instance of labor being arrayed against 
capital, but of one musica! union fighting another 
and demanding the removal of hard-working men 
simply because they did not belong to their own 
organization and in order that they might have the 
places. In taking this $1,000 the Carl Sahm Club 
were guilty of a most outrageous act, and I believe 
if a complaint were made against these men for 
theft the complaint would hold and they would be 
punished. This boycotting and stopping another 
man’s business ought to be put an end to. 

The courts in New York City are taking up 
this outrageous boycotting business with a 
good deal of vigor and are setting a good ex- 
ample for other cities to follow, The laws are 
explicit enough to cover this blackmailing tyr- 
anny, and if they are enforced promptly and 


vigorously will soon put an end to it. 


JerF Davis is received in Montgomery, 
Ala., with even greater demonstrations of 
rapture than on a past occasion when he was 
inaugurated President of the Confederacy. 
His path is strewn with roses and flags wave 
from every window. The telegraph says, 
though, that the flags shown were those of the 
United States. Why is this? Such exhibition 
of the Stars and Stripes must be objectionable 
to Jeff Davis. Our recollection is that Mr. 
Davis preferred another flag, and that his fame 
rests chiefly on his efforts to make the Stars 
and Stripes no longer the banner of his race, 
Why 1s the glaring rag’’ flaunted everywhere 
in the face of the ex-Chief of the Confederacy? 
Why do the people of Montgomery seek to hurt 
the feelings of their idol? 


Somer of the dissatisfied workingmen at 
the East, who cannot make terms with their 
employers, are trying the experimeut of work- 
ing on their own account and pooling their 
united capital in setting up business rather 
than to lie idle any longer. The journeymen 
paintersof Brooklyn and the workers in the 
morocco factories of Wilmington, Del., bave 
taken this course. Thé former have divided 
themselves into gangs of fifty men each, under 
a foreman, and have commenced to work for 
themselves. However their experiments may 
result, they will have one good effect at least. 
The workingmen may find that life is not quite 
so rosy and lucrative for capitalists and busi- 
ness-men as they have heretofore supposed, 
and may appreciate more clearly than they 
have done hitherto the responsibilities, losses, 
drawbacks, difficulties, and embarrassments 
of the bosses. Perhaps after the painters are 
fairly under way and the efforts of their late 
fellow-workmen have paralyzed the building 
business ana crippled taeir own, so that they 
begin to find their capital dribbling away, jobs 
growing fewer, and no one wanting to make 
contracts, they will understand the working or 
the labor unions and the folly of Knights of 
Labor more clearly than they do now. 


CONGRESSMEN O'NEILL of Missouri and 
Foran of Obio seem about on a par as states- 
men.

The country which was great, and isso 
no longer, may still be under the spell which 
bas made her commonplace and weak, or she 
may have been again acquiring that virility 
which rules. Something made Greece a power 
once, and is not unlikely to make her great 
again. Climatic conditions may have done it 
—climatic conditions usually make great na- 
tions—and Greece is where she was 2,000 years 
ago. In any event, and under any circum- 
stances, the daily history of Greece is interest- 
ing—she is displayed against such a back. 
ground, 


Tats, from Yenowine’s News, is not news, 
but it puts concisely certain facts which are 
of interest to the civilized world: 


If Chicago is distinguished for anything, it is for 
her grain market. There are in this city huge 
structures 150 feet high, towering above surround- ;

An- 
nually Chicago ships to ungry of this country 
and the Old World s hing like 125,000,000 
pounds of fresh beef, 40,008 of salt beef, 50.000. 
000 of pork, 360,000,000 of bacen and hams, and 
260,000,000 of lard. What would the world’s hun- 
gry do without Chicago?

Another scheme of the Commissioners to 
throw dust in the eyes of the public is to talk 
of this highway as a county road. It is no 
more and no less than a township road. The 
only part that is used more exclusively by 
county employés than by the residents of the 
township is that which skirts the county farm. 
Of.this part about half a mile has been graveled 
or repaired. 

A Commissioner referred to the statutory 
powers of the County Board in the matter of 

pairing town roads. The practice of the 
County Board has been to assist in some cases 
where the highway is of considerable impor- 
tance by paying one-third the cost of repairs. 
The sums voted in tuis way are, comparative- 
ly speaking, inconsiderable. The total appro- 
priation for repairs of roads and bridges in all 
towusbips for this year is but $30,000; last year 
it was $22,000, and the previous year but $20,- 
000. The amount expended this year, it the 
Ciybourn bili is paid, is upwards of $41,000. 
The appropriation has been overdrawn $11.- 
000. The total expenditure for roads in 1882 
and 1883 was $17,517. The total for the same 
purpose in 1884, including $7,078 in Lake View 
and $3,533 in Hyde Park, was $21,305. There 
is considerable doubt, too, as to the legality of 
the expenditures. 

Further inquiries were made yesterday con- 
cerning the price of gravel. Mr. Cowper of the 
firm of Hodkins & Co., who furnished most of 
the gravel for Lincoln Park and the South 
Parks, said his firm would furnish the best 
crushed Joliet gravel at $16 per car-load. He 
bad furnished it at that price in the Town of 
Lyons. The ordinary grave! was of little val- 
ue for road-making. He thought about 812 a 
car-load was enough for it. He also said that 
car-loads did not average more than nine cubic 
yards of gravel. His firm would have fur- 
nished the county with the best Joliet crushed 
gravel at Dunning Station at less than $19, pay- 
ing all treighting, switching, etc. It appears 
from Mr. Cowper's statement that he estimates 
acar-load at 34,000 pounds. The Clybourns 
estimate their car-loads at 30,000. This differ- 
ence might be taken into account in estimat- 
ing prices. 

The Clybourn bill bas not yet been paid, and 
the warrant has not yet been made out. The 
Commissioners will have a chance to reconsid- 
er their action Monday. The Citizens’ Asso- 
Giauon may intervene in the meantime. 

Commissioner Hemmeligarn says he did not 
vote for a suspension of the rules on the pay- 
ment of the bill.

THE DEADLY LARD-TANK, 


One Man Killed and Several Fearfully In- 
jared by an Explosion ih Tobey & Booth's 
Packing- House. 

A terrific explosion of a lara-tank demol- 
ished a portion of Tobey & Booth’s packinz- 
house, at the corner of Eighteenth and Grove 
streets, about 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
instantly killmg one man, James Sanford, and 
injuring several others. The wounded are: 
Patrick Muldoon, aged 35, living at No. 10 Bar- 
ber street, who is badly scalded and bruised, 
but will recover; Matthew Achten, 13 
years old, living at No. 1936 Purple 
street, who received a bad cut on the head and 
was seriously scalded by the hot iard, and 
whose recovery is doubtful; George Rence and 
Jacob Gendler, foreman of the killing-room, 
and Michael Halleran, all more or less scaided 
and bruised, but not dangerously. The men 
were all conveyed to their homes by dhe differ- 
ent patrol-wagons called to tae scene. 
Sanford, who was 56 years old, and had been in 
the employ of the company for over thirty 
years, was in charge of the tank-room, and at 
the time of the explosion was within a few feet 
of the tank. His head was literally pounded 
to a jelly. He lived at No. 1936 Purple street, 
and leaves a wife and three children. „ 
Like many other explosions of lard and ren- 
dering tanks that have occurred at different 
packing houses at the Stock-Yards and else- 
where during the last few years, the cause of 
this one cannot be ascertained.

THE ABSTRACT QUESTION, 


The Commissioners Again Try to Oust 
ca of Outside Firms, but Are —5 


At the regular meeting of the Committee 
on 
Court-House and Records yesterday Commit- 
tee-Clerk Strain was instructed to send the fol- 
lowing notice to the abstract firms of Handy & 
Co., Haddock, Vallette & Rickcords, the Cook 
County Abstract Company, and Otto Peizer, 
who have employés in the Recorder's office: 
Iam instructed by the Committee . 
House and Records of the Board of Bandy wg 
missionérs to notify you that in accordance with 
the resolution adopted by this” board Monday 
April 26, 1886, from and after this date the 
employés of your office will not be admitted to the 
rooms of the Recorder’s office. for the purpose of 
— 4 papers filed for record but not yet re- 


Deputy Recorder Stroud said that the 
only applied to instruments which wo ager: 
been recorded, and would only oust about six 
employés. He thought, judging from the res- 
lution recently introfuced in the board by 
Commissioner Lynn, that all the abstract firms’ 
employés now at work in the examining room 
would be prevented from continuing their 
labors, but yesterday's order did not affect 
them. The prevention of employés copying 
papers not recorded would only delay the ab- 
stract firms about four or five weeks in getting 
out abstracts, and would not prevent them do- 
ing so entirely. 

As soon as the abstract men received the no- 
tice to quit, which came to them about 4 p. m., 
they at once started out to find W. C. Goudy, 
their attorney. Mr. F. Wigley of Handy & Co., 
Mr. Haddock of Haddock, Vallette & Rickcords, 
and Mr. J. J. Danforth of the Cook County Ab- 
stract Company held a hurried consultation 
with Mr. Goudy and Mr. A. W. Green, at which 
it was decided that an application be made to 
the court to have the original injunction 
against the County Commissioners, which was 
dissolved some time ago, revived, so as to pre- 
vent the Commissioners interfering with the 
employés of their firms until the case has been 
beard. The party then started for Judge Shep- 
ard’s court, where County-Attorney Law was 
on band. Mr. Goudy presented affidavits from 
Messers. Wigley, Haddock, and Danforth, 
Stating that they had been notified by the 
County Board to withdraw their employés from 
the abstract rooms in the Recorder’s office, and 
that they feared that the board would use force 
to keep their men from access to the records. 
Mr. Goudy then moved the court to revive 
the injunction against the County Commission- 
ers, which had been dissolved, and Judge Shep- 
ard at once entered an order making the 
County Board and the several Commissioners 
named in the bills parties defendant, and re- 
Viving the infunction. County-Attorney Law 
knew nothing about the action of the board, 
but Judge Shepard characterized it as being 
very much out of order and a practical viola- 
tion of the spirit of the pending injunction. 

The question of how to pasitively get rid of 
the employ és of the abstractmakers who are still 
working in the Recorder's office is one which 
continues to perplex the minds of the Coun- 
ty Commissioners, and remains unanswered. 
Mr. Stroud, Recorder Scribner's chief deputy, 
said yesterday that he did not understaud who 
was to carry out the order passed by the board 
last Monday relating to the ejection of the ab- 
stract men. The Recorder could not do it be- 
cause the injunction the abstract men had ob- 
tained against him was still in force, while the 
injunction against the board stands, but the 


abstract-room or eject the abgtract men by 
physical force. A member of an abstract 
tirm who has employés at present working in 
the Recorder’s office said yesterday that if the 
board attempted to put them out of the prem- 
ises by force an injunction would be obtained 
to prevent them accomplishing their object. 


THE CRUMBLING COURT-HOUSE. 


County Commissioners Give Satisfactory 
Proof of Their Intrepidity by Paying a 
Visit of Inspection to the Roof of It—Their 
Discoveries. 

The joint committee on Court-House and 
Records and Buildings of the County Board, 
including Commissioners Kiehm, Wren, Geils, 
and McClaughrey, accompanied by County 
Superintendent of Construction Beattie and 
Contractor Brainerd, visited the roof of the 
County Building yesterday for the purpose of 
ascertaining the condituon of the cornices, and 
also the brick and stone work under the cop- 
ings which are now being removed by Con- 
tractor Brainerd. Some doubt was expressed 
as to whether the roof would sustain the added 
weight of Commissioner Wren, but it was de- 
cided to take the risk. Mr. Brainerd’s con- 
tract only provides that he shall furnish the 
stone for the coping, it being thought at the 
time that the material underneath was 


in good condition, but since the 
work of repair has been commenced 
it bas been found that the underlayers 


of stone and brick are in such a rotten and 
dangerous condition that they ought to be re- 
placed by new material. if this is decided as 
being necessary by the board a contract will 
bave to be made with Brainerd for the furnish- 
ming of new and sound material. The commit- 
tee found the stonework to be in a most dan- 
gerous state.

WAGES ABROAD, 


The Rates Paid to Workmen in England, 
Germany, and France. 

Ine general impression prevails that labor in 
England is paid much better than in Germany, 
where a protective tariff was adopted some 
years ago, and in France, where a partial sys- 
tem of protection has always been observed. 
The Philadelphia Press, to which an inquiry 
was addressed relative to this subject, gives 
some statastics which dispel the impression 
that labor is paid twice as much in England as 
in Germany. Under the free-trade: policy, 
wages were lower in Germany than at the 


present time. The following table shows the 
wages paid in coal-mining in England and 
Germany:

THE CITY’S SCAVENGER WORK. 


A Change Needed from the Present System 
to That of the Contract Plan if We Are to 
Have Clean Streets. 

At the meeting of the Council Monday night 
the Committee on Health and County Relations 
submitted a majority report recommending 
that the old systemof doing the scavenger 
work by day labor be done away with and that 
the contract system be substituted. A minority 
of the committee, composed of Whelan and 
Yore, recommended that the old system be 
continued. The majority report went over for 
a week under the charter. A motion, made 
by Ald. Hildreth, to adopt the minority 


report answered no purpose except to 
give him an opportunity to make a biatherskite 
speech in defense of the old gang system. The 
reasons for making the change are so plain 
that any Alderman who votes against the 
measure puts himself in a peculiar position 
before the public. The @xtravagance and 
wortRlesness of the present system are admit- 
ted by everyone except those who are directly 
interested in it, or by the Aldermen who 
bave made patronage out of it. The 
Mayor, who is pretty sound on 
financial matters, and who claims that he has 
tries to administer the City Government 
economically, says that the oid system is a 
shockingly wasteful one; that the men who 
are hired to do the work never give an equiva- 
lent for their pay; that they earry one load 
for the city and then epend the rest of the day 
in working on their own account; and that a 
large portion of the money paid them is 
actually thrown away. 

Dr. De Wolf, the Health Commissioner, who 
has had long experience with the matter, is of 
the same opinion, though, being a subordinate, 
he does not like to express himself quite as 
openly as his superior. Dr. De Wolf would 
also be glad to get rid of it on another ground: 
That it wouli save a great deal of his time 
which is now taken up in parceling out patron- 
age among the Aldermen; for, curious as it 
may seem, Aldermen fight over scavengers 
just as members of Congress fight 
over Postmasters and Collectors of Internal 
revenue. Any erman who has any infiu- 
ence at all claims appointment of so many 
scavengers. The ay seem rather dirty po- 
sitions to fleht for, but nevertheless they are 
and have been struggied over, and an Alder- 
man who thinks be has been cheated out ot 
the number of scavengers to which in his 
opinion heis entitied makes things bot around 
the Health Department rntil be gets his pro 
rata. Of course the men whom the Alderman 
puts on are not necessarily men who will do 
the duty faithfully, but they are ward bum- 
mers and strikers—people whom he wants to 
pay for work which they have done for him by 
giving them a chance to get money from the 
city without making any fair return. Drawn 
from such a class the scavengers are of course 
worthless. As the Mayor says, if they 
do any work at all it is simply 
the removal of one load. After having dis- 
posed of this they go off either to use their 
teams for their own private benefit, or, more 
frequently, to go to some saloon and spend the 
rest of the day in doing work for the Alder- 
man who has employed them. 

This wretched, wasteful, demoralizing sys- 
tem should be swept out of existence. The 
Mayor and the Health Commissioner can safely 


be trusted to let a contract for’ 
doing the work to some _ responsible 
party. Then Dr. De Wolf can see to it that 


the provisions are enforced. fle is keen 
enough to punch up the contractor and see 
that he attends to bis business. If he fails to 
do it, then he gets no pay. There are plenty 
of men, however, who would be giad to take a 
contract for a fair sum, and who cn be relied 
on to do the work bonestiy. It is to 
be hoped that at the next meeting of 
the Council the majority. report will be 
taken up and will be put through by an over- 
whelming vote. That Hildreth or Whelan 
should oppose it is a matter of course. They 
are opposed to anything iu the shape of civil- 
service reform—to anything which would strip 
them of the patronage which they enjoy. They 
have been so long in the habit of securing ap- 
vointments as policemen, firemen, scavengers, 
and what not that they are reluctant to let any 
part of it slip out of their bands. But the 
newly-elected decent Aldermen and their 
associates ought to sit down quickly and firm- 
ly on the gang fellows, strip them of all the 
patronage they can, and adopt this reform 
measure at once. It is important that it should 
be done immediately, because the city is not 
ina very cleanly state, and it is needful that it 
should be cleaned up thoroughly before hot 
weather comes. That can only be done. by 
giving up the shiftiess day system and adopt- 
ing the contract plan, under which the city 
would save 15 per cent of the sum paid the 
present scavengers, and the work would be 
done in a satisfactory mantier. 


THE NEW THEATRE, 


Plans of the Latest Place of Amusement 
It Is Proposed to Erect on the North 
Side. 

Oscar Cobb, the architect, bas for some time 
been working on the pians of a new theatre to 
be erected near the corner of Division and 
North Clark streets. The plens will be finished 
some time next week, and work will probably 
commence immediately thereafter. It is be- 
ing built epecially under the direction of 
Daniel Shelby, proprietor of the Academy of 
Music, and will cost completed about $60,000. 
The building is to have a frontage of 130 feet 
on Clark street, beginning 180 feet north of 
the northeastern corner ot Division and Clark, 
by 150 feet deep, extending back to an alley. 
The front will be built up solid three 
stories, back .fifty-two feet from tae 
street, for store and residence pur 

and the grand entrance to the 
theatre, which is twenty feet wide, is located 
at the south end of the block. Going through 
this entrance an auditorium is found in the 
rear flanking north and south along the alley 

a space 80x120, with a stage on the north end

deep. The first floor of the auditorium is 
divided into parquet and parquet circle, and 
the second floor into balcony and baicony 
circle, with a raised family gallery in the rear. 
One of the particularly striking features of 
the balcony circie is a subdivision of the entire 
front into a series of loges or circular front 
boxes, which are seated the same as the rest 
of the baicony, with opera cbairs, but giving 
to those occupying them the individuality of 
separate boxes. Each of these subdivisions 
will_seat about ten persons. One of the par- 
ticular studies of the auditorium bas been the 
perfect safety from fire and alarm, or any sud- 
den cause necessitating the rap exit of the

isolated from otber buildings by an open court 
twenty feet wide, which circles around its 
entire sides, affords facilities of exit not 
equaled by any other place of amusement in 
the city, the moderate expense of ground in 
this particular locality being the reason for 
this uderal allowance. T capacity will be 
about 2,200,and the builiing will have the 
appearance of a two-tier-and-a-balf theatre, 
avoiding the extreme hights by spreading the 
auditorium out in its breadth and width. The 
stage will be furnished with a complete set of 
working tracks and all the paraphernalia re- 
quired in the production of the best dramatic
